To the Hon. Senate and House of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts^ in General Court assendled : — 

The Directors of the Beiicshire Rail-road Company beg leave to 
submit their Seventh Annual Report, of their acts and doings, receipts 
and expenditures, during the year ending December 31st, 1845. 

On the first Monday of January, 1845, being the day of their annual 
meeting, the stockholders chose five directors, and the directors ap- 
pointed a treasurer and clerk. 

The terms of the contract of transportation between this corporation 
and the Housatonic Rail-road Company, a copy of which was an- 
nexed to their fourth annual report, have been strictly complied with in 
all respects, particularly the payment of the seven per cent on their 
capital stock of . . . . $250,000 00 

Amounting to the sum of . . . 17,500 00 

On October 13th, 1845, the stockholders passed a resolve authoriz- 
ing the sale of their own stock, then held and pledged for the payment 
of the debt of the company, incurred principally in the construction of 
their road, and from that source the treasury has realized the sum of 

4^46,033 74 
Making the whole receipts for the year 1845, 64,033 74 

These sums have been applied to the payment of the debt ; and that 
debt, at this time, is very nearly extinguished. As soon as the small 
balance of indebtedness is discharged, the annual income above stated 
will be again applied to the payment of dividends, either quarterly or 
semi-annually, aa may be deemed best by the directors. 
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On the same day (October 13th, 1845) a further resolved passed, as 
follows : — 

" Resolved f A majority of the stockholders in interest being present 
and voting therefor, that this company will increase their capital stock 
to an amount not exceeding two hundred fifty thousand dollars, within 
the discretion of the ofl&cers of this company, for the purposes follow- 
ing, to wit : to relay our road with a heavy iron rail, of the same pat- 
tern and weight with that to be used by the Housatonic Rail-road Com- 
pany in relaying their road ; to improve the depot houses and water 
stations on the road ; to relay the West Stockbridge Rail-road with 
iron similar to that to be used on our road ; to build a branch to Stock- 
bridge Iron Works, if the directors shall deem it advisable, with the 
assent of the Housatonic Rail-road Company, upon the following 
conditions, to wit : that the Housatonic Rail-road Company shall enter 
into a contract with this company to pay a rent of seven per cent, 
upon the increased capital, upon the same terms with their present 
contract" 

Under this resolution, a committee from the board of directors, to- 
gether with the treasurer of this company, met a committee of the 
Housatonic Company at New York, on the 18th day of December 
last, both committees being fully authorized therefor ; and concluded 
a contract for the objects and purposes contemplated in the foregoing 
resolution. A copy of this contract, the Directors now annex and 
submit to the consideration of the Legislature. 

We also annex a copy of the contract made between the corporation 
and the West Stockbridge Rail-road Corporation, giving this company 
a right to run over their road, and to relay the same with a new rail, 
should this company think best. This contract should have accompanied 
the last annual report of this company, but was then in the hands of one 
of the agents of the Housatonic Rail-road Company, and not filed in 
season with the officers of this company to enable them to annex it. 

The number of miles run over this road between December 31, 
1844, and the same day of December, 1845, (inclusive of the latter 
day,) by the passenger and merchandise trains, is as follows : —

Articles of Agreement made the 18th day of December, 1845, by 
and between the Housatonic Rail-road Company, a corporation estab- 
lished in the State of Connecticut, on the one part, and the Berkshire 
Rail-road Company, a corporation established in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, of the other part, in addition to articles of agree- 
ment, made between said companies, on January 11th, 1843, and 
which may be referred to, in reference to the. objects hereof, witnesseth : 

Whereas, said Housatonic Rail-road Company is about to relay its 
own road with a heavy iron or H rail, and is desirous that the con- 
necting road of the said Berkshire Rail-road Company be of uniform 
superstructure ; and whereas, the Berkshire Rail-road Company, by 
virtue of an agreement made February 6th, 1844, has a right to relay 
the track of the West Stockbridge Rail-road with a heavy, permanent 
iron rail ; and whereas, in said agreement of the date last aforesaid 
made between said Berkshire Rail-road Company with the West Stock- 
bridge Rail-road Corporation, certain rights are secured to said Housa- 
tonic Rail-road Company, reference to said agreement for particulars 
being had. 

And whereas, authority has been given by the Legislature of Massa- 
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chusetts to said Berkshire Rail-road Company to build a certain branch 
of said Berkshire road, which said Berkshire Company agree that said 
Housatonic Kail-road Company may be at the expense of building, and 
when built, may operate the same as part of said Berkshire Rail-road, 
if said Housatonic Rail-road Company shall so choose ; and whereas, 
to effect the objects above indicated, and to enable the Housatonic Rail- 
road Company to accomplish the same, the Berkshire Rail-road Compa- 
ny, on October 13th, 1845, resolved that said company will increase its 
capital stock to an amount not exceeding $250,000, within the discre- 
tion of the officers of said company, to relay said Berkshire road with 
a heavy iron rail of the same pattern and weight with that used by the 
Housatonic Rail-road Company in relaying its road ; to improve the de- 
pot houses and water stations on the road, to relay said West Stock- 
bridge Rail-road with iron similar to that used on the Berkshire road, 
and to build a branch to the Stockbridge Iron Works, if deemed by the 
directors advisable, with the assent of the Housatonic Rail -road Com- 
pany ; now, therefore, it is agreed by and between said Housatonic 
Rail-road Company, by William P. Burrall, Robert Schuyler and John 
Bryant, Jr., a committee specially authorized for that purpose, on the 
one part, and said Berkshire Rail-road Company, by Robert F. Bar- 
nard, Edward F. Ensign, Increase Sumner and Charles W. Hopkins, 
a committee specially authorized for that purpose of the other part, 
that said Berkshire Rail-road Company will issue and deliver to the 
treasurer of the Housatonic Rail -road Company, the whole of said in- 
creased capital stock of said company, or so much thereof, as said Hou- 
satonic Rail-road Comapny shall choose to demand and receive, and at 
any time when its treasurer shall make application in writing therefor, and 
said Housatonic Rail-road Company hereby covenants and agrees, out 
of tho avails of said stock, to relay the whole track of said Berkshire Rail- 
road, with a heavy iron rail, of the same pattern and weight with that 
to be used by the Housatonic Company in relaying its road ; to im- 
prove the depot houses and water stations on said Berkshire road ; and 
also, if said Housatonic RaiUroad Company shall deem it expedient to 
relay as aforesaid, said West Stockbridge Rail -road and build said 
branch road, and all the enterprises and works aforesaid shall be at the 
sole risk and expense of said Housatonic Rail-road Company ; and 
said Housatonic Rail-road Company further covenants and agrees to 
pay said Berkshire Rail-road Company, perpetually during the continu- 
ance of the said agreement of the 11th of January, 1843, herein be- 
foM referred to, seven dollars per share per annum, (said shares being 
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one hundred dollars each,) on all shares of said capital stock of said 
Berkshire Rail-road Company, which shall he issued and delivered to 
said treasurer of said Housatonic Kail-road Company as aforesaid ; 
"which said seven dollars per share per annum, shall he payable in 
monthly instalments, from the date of its issue, and shall be paid on the 
first Tuesday of each and every month, to the treasurer of Berkshire 
Hail-road Company, at his office, and shall be taken and considered as 
additional rent for the use of said Berkshire Kail-road, to be added to the 
rent stipulated for in the articles of agreement herein before referred 
to, and to be subject to all the stipulations and conditions referred to, 
and provided in the said original agreement, regarding right of re-en- 
try for failure of payment and other matters therein stated, and to be 
treated in every respect as if the amount of rent stipulated in said orig- 
inal agreement were increased by the addition of the sum herein stipu- 
lated to be paid ; said Housatonic Company also agree to complete the 
relaying of said Berkshire Rail-road by the 1st day of December, 1847. 
Said Berkshire Rail-road Company, also, hereby covenant and agree to 
reserve and set aside the sum of eight thousand dollars, to be invested 
in the stock of said company, the interest of which shall be perpetually 
appropriated to the payment of the ordinary expenses of said compa- 
ny, said sum of eight thousand dollars, to be provided out of the pres- 
ent stock or funds of said company, and not to form any change on the 
new stock to be issued, to said Housatonic Rail-road Company under 
this agreement. The old track of the Berkshire Rail-road to be at the 
use and disposal of said Housatonic Rail-road Company, as their prop- 
erty, towards defraying the cost of relaying.

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This agreement, made this sixth day of February, in the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred forty-four, between the West Stockbridge Rail-road 
Corporation, by Henry W. Taft, Thomas Cone, and Sylvester Spencer, 
specially authorized thereunto on the one part, and the Berkshire Rail- 
road Corporation by Robert F. Barnard, Charles W. Hopkins, and Alfred 
Bishop, specially authorized thereunto, on the other part, witnesseth, 

That said Berkshire Rail-road Corporation, being desirous to run 
' the trains from said Berkshire Rail-road to and from the ^' State line'^ for 
the purpose of connecting with the trains of the Western Rail-road 
Company at that point, the said West Stockbridge Rail-road Corpora- 
tion doth, in consideration of the stipulations of said Berkshire Rail- 
road Corporation, hereinafter set forth, covenant and agree to and with 
said Berkshire Rail-road Corporation, as follows : — 

1st. The said Berkshire Rail -road Corporation shall have the right 
and privilege to run a passenger train, on said West Stockbridge Rail- 
road; from the village of West Stockbridge to its junction with the 
Western Rail-road at '* State line," once a dajjr each way, in each and 
every year hereafter during the continuance of said corporations, from 
the time of the opening of navigation, in the spring, of the Hudson 
River to Albany, for steamboats, to the time of closing of said naviga- 
tion, in the fall, of each and every year hereafter as aforesaid. 

2d. From the time of the closing of the navigation of the Hudson 
River, by steam-boats, to Albany, in the fall of each and every year 
hereafter, to the time of opening of said navigation, so that steamboats 
shall run to Albany in the ensuing spring, the said Berkshire Rail-road 
Corporation shall have the sole and exclusive use of the said West 
Stockbridge Rail-road, its depot buildings, (except the office now occu- 
pied by the Hudson and Berkshire Rail-road Company,) the turn-round 
and fixtures, with liberty to use said rail-road depot buildings and fix- 
tures, for doing their business, both in passengers and freight, without 
interference or obstructions from the said West Stockbridge Rail-road 
Corporation, or any person claiming under them. 

The said Berkshire Rail-road Corporation, in consideration of the 
foregoing, doth hereby covenant and agree to and with said West 
Stockbridge Rail-road Corporation, as follows : — 

1st. The said Berkshire Rail-road Corporation will pay to said West 
Stockbridge Rail-road Corporation, as a compensation for the use of 
the road as aforesaid, at the rate of fifty dollars per month, for such 
portion of the time as said company shall have a right to run merely a 
passenger train over said road as aforesaid ; and at the rate of one 
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hundred and fifly dollars per month, for such portion of the time as 
said company shall have the privilege of the sole use of said road, 
with its depot, huildings and fixtures, (excepting the office,) as afore- 
said ; said payments to be made, monthly, to the treasurer of said 
West Stockbridge Rail-road Corporation, at his office, in the village of 
West Stockbridge, whose receipt shall be a full discharge therefor. 

2d. The said West Stockbridge Rail-road shall be kept in suitable 
repair for running, at the joint expense of the said West Stockbridge 
and Berkshire Rail-road Companies, during the continuance of this 
contract, each party paying one moiety of the expense of repairing 
the same. The manner of making such repairs shall be as follows : — 
immediately after the opening of navigation of the Hudson River to 
Albany, in the spring of each year, either party, by its agent or super- 
intendent or president, may give notice to the superintendent or presi- 
dent of the other, fixing a day at least six days distant for meeting at 
the depot at West Stockbridge, for the purpose of arranging for mak- 
ing repairs for the year then ensuing. Said parties, when met by their 
agents, shall then each make offers to the other of a sum for which 
the party offering will agree to keep said road in suitable running con- 
dition during the year then ensuing ; and after bidding, till the lowest 
offer is obtained, such lowest offer shall be fixed as the price of such 
repairs for the ensuing year, to be made by the party making such 
offer. And a disinterested individual shall then be agreed upon by 
the parties, or if they cannot agree, each party choose one, and the 
two thus chosen choose a third, who shall be referees during that year 
to decide at any time, during that year, when called on, whether said 
road is in suitable running repair ; and if such referee, or referees, 
shall at any time decide that such road is not in suitable running repair, 
the party, whose duty it is for that year to make such repairs, shall 
forthwith proceed to make such repairs, to the satisfaction of said 
referee, or referees, and shall be liable for all damages that may 
accrue to the other party through his neglect so to do. It is further 
agreed, that either party may, at any time, during the continuance of 
this contract, relay the track of said West Stockbridge Rail-road, with 
a heavy, permanent iron rail ; and, in such case, the party so doing 
shall thereaAer have the right to keep said road in repair during the 
remainder of the term, and the other party shall pay, as its half of the 
expense of repairs, annually, one half of the sum which the cost of 
repairs of said road shall have averaged per year, from the time of the 
commencement of this contract to the time of such relaying of said 
track. 
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Said Berkshire Bail*road Corporation doth fiirthev agree, that th^ 
charge for traosportation of passengers or freight, during the contino- 
ance of this contract, shall he the same in either direction, between 
West Stockbridge and any way station on said Berkshire Railroad, 
and shall not exceed the charges for passengers, or for similar frmght, 
from the same station for the same distance south. And the said West 
Stockbridge Rail-road Corporation doth also agree, that the charges for 
freight and passengers on said West Stockbridge Rail-road shall be the 
same in either direction, and that the charges for freight shall neit 
exceed the rate charged per mile for similar freight, for the same dis- 
tance, on said Berkshire Rail-road, during the period of navigatioa of 
the Hudson River. 

It is further agreed, that if said West Stockbridge Rail-road Coih- 
pany shall choose to run trains over their road, during that portion of 
any year in which, by the terms of this agreement, said Berkshite 
Rail-road Company would be entitled to the exclusive possesion ef 
the same, they shall have the right so to do, but in such case they 
shall at all times have a clear track for the regular trains of the said 
Berkshire Rail-road Company ; and said Berkshire Company, during 
the time said West Stockbridge Company shall so run, shall be liable 
to pay only at the rate of seventy-five dollars per month for the use of 
said road. 

And said Berkshire Rail-road Company do agree to furnish such« a 
turnout at " State line '' as their convenience may require. 

And said West Stockbridge Company do agree to leave the depot, alt 
" State line," in five minutes after the morning train of the Western 
Rail-road from Albany shall leave the depot for the east, and leave a 
clear track, the whole length of the West Stockbridge Rail-road to'tts 
junction with the Berkshire Rail-road, in fifteen minutes afler leaving 
the " State line :" provided^ however, that if the Western Rail-road train 
shall arrive at '' State line " from Albany, and leave their passengens, 
and the train of the West Stockbridge Company is not in sight, then 
the Berkshire Company may take the main track and run directly fo 
West Stockbridge. And the West Stockbridge Company do agree, 
that the afternoon train over the Berkshire road shall have a clear 
track from West Stockbridge to " State line," so as to connect with the 
evening train on the Western Rail-road from Boston to Albany. 

It is further agreed, between the parties, that if said West Stock- 
bridge Rail-road Corporation choose to lease perpetually, to said Beric- 
shire Rail-road Corporation, the whole of said West Stockbridge RaiI- 
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road, with its depot buildings and fixtures, to the sole and exclusive 
use of said Berkshire Rail-road Corporation, then the Berkshire Rail- 
road Corporation shall be bound to accept such lease, and thereafter 
keep said road^ buildings and fixtures in suitable repair, and to pay an 
annual rent for the use thereof at the rate of eighteen hundred dollars 
per year, and this contract shall thereupon terminate. 

And if, at any time during the continuance of this contract, said 
West Stockbridge Rail-road Corporation shall desire to sell said rail- 
road, with its depot buildings and fixtures, they shall offer the same to 
said Berkshire Rail -road Corporation at the sum of thirty thousand 
dollars, and said Berkshire Rail-road Corporation shall elect, within 
three months after said offer, whether they will purchase or not, and 
give notice to said West Stockbridge Company of their election. 

If they elect not to purchase, then said West Stockbridge Company 
shall be at liberty to sell said road, buildings and fixtures to any other 
person or company ; but said Berkshire Company are to continue in 
the possession and enjoyment of all the rights and privileges given 
them by this contract, till the opening of the navigation of the Hudson 
River, in the spring next after the said West Stockbridge Rail-road 
Company shall have made a bona fide sale of said road, buildings and 
fixtures, and no longer. 

If said Berkshire Rail-road Corporation elect to purchase said 
road, buildings and fixtures, and so give notice within three months 
as aforesaid, then this contract is not to terminate, nor possession un- 
der it to be changed till the opening of navigation of the Hudson 
River in the spring next after the expiration of six months from the 
time the West Stockbridge Company shall have given notice of their 
intention to sell as aforesaid, at which time of opening of navigation 
last above mentioned, said Berkshire Rail-road Corporation [shall take 
possession of said property under said purchase, receive proper con- 
veyance thereof if not previously given, and give proper obligations for 
the payment of said sum of thirty thousand dollars in three instal- 
ments of ten thousand dollars each, payable at one, two and three years 
from that date with interest ; and it is understood that the property 
contemplated in the above sale includes the depot ground commonly 
used around the depot at West Stockbridge, with the engine house and 
turn-round. 

And it is further understood and agreed between the parties, that if 
the Berkshire RaiUroad Corporation shall fail to make any payment to 
the West Stockbridge Rail-road Corporation, which by the terms of this

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contract they are required to make for 'more than thirty days after the 
same shall become due and payable, then the said West Stockbridge 
CcMrporation shall have a right to terminate this contract ; and it is fur- 
ther agreed between the parties hereto, that the party making the re- 
pairs of the road in the manner provided in this contract, shall receive 
from the other party each year, one half the amount for which the 
aame is to be repaired, in four equal quarter yearly payments, to be 
made at the depot in West Stockbridge, to the treasurer or agent of the 
party receiving the same. 

And it is further agreed, in modification of the foregoing stipulations 
respecting the occupation of the buildings and depot ground, that the 
West Stockbridge Rail-road Corporation do hereby reserve the right 
to use and occupy one half the rag-house, the east platform in the 
main depot, and the ground commonly heretofore used by the Hudson 
and Berkshire Rail-road Company for piling wood and iron, exclusive- 
ly, during the closing of navigation of the Hudson River, for each and 
every year hereafter, during the continuance of this contract, and the 
sole use of the engine house while they shall run trains over said 
West Stockbridge Rail-road ; and the said Berkshire Rail-road Corpo- 
ration shall have the use and occupation of the office now occupied by 
the Housatonic Rail-road Company, and of one third of the rag-house for 
that portion of the year when the navigation of the Hudson River is 
open to Albany, during the continuance of this contract, and shall erect 
a building between the main depot and their track, sufficient to accom- 
modate as much freight as the west platform in said depot. 

And the said Berkshire Rail-road Corporation doth covenant and 
agree to and with the said West Stockbridge Rail-road Corporation, that 
they will defend the said West Stockbridge Rail-road Corporation against 
any action or indictment which may be brought against said West 
Stockbridge Corporation in consequence of any fault or neglect of the 
said Berkshire Rail-road Corporation, its servants or assigns, whether 
said action is brought at common law or under any statute of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and to indemnify the said West 
Stockbridge Corporation against all damages which shall accrue to 
them by reason of said action or indictment, except the said action or 
indictment shall arise in consequence of the neglect of the said West 
Stockbridge Corporation to fulfil the agreements by them made in this 
contract. 

It is understood, by the parties to this contract, that the Berkshire 
BaiUroad is leased by perpetual lease to the Housatonic Rail-road 
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Company, and that the trains now run upon said Berkshire RaiI*road 
are run in fact by the managers of the Housatonic Rail-road under 
said lease ; and it is expected, by the parties to this contract, that said 
managers of the Housatonic Rail-road, or said Housatonic Rail-road 
Company, will continue to occupy and use said Berkshire Rail-road 
under said lease so long as they fulfil the conditions thereof, and that 
while so running, they are to enjoy all the rights and privileges and be 
subject to all the restrictions herein given to or imposed on said Berk- 
shire Rail-road Company, as representing the said Berkshire Rail-road 
Company, for the time being, under this contract.

To the Honorable Legislature of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts : 

The Directors of the Boston and Maine Rail«road, do hereby make 
their Eleventh Annual Report of their acts and doings, receipts and 
expenditures, under their acts of incorporation. 

The Boston and Maine, and the Boston Maine Rail-road Extension 
Companies, have been united, by acts of the Legislatures of Massachu- 
setts and New Hampshire, respectively ; and by the acceptance of the 
same, on the part of the stockholders, and they now form one corpo- 
ration ; the united^ roads now extend from Boston to the Portland, 
Saco and Portsmouth Rail-road, at South Berwick in Maine, with a 
branch road to the Great Falls Village in N. H. 

That portion of the road which lies between Wilmington and Bos- 
ton, was so far completed on the first of July last, that the passenger 
trains were discontinued from the Boston and Lowell Rail-road, ar- 
rangements having been previously made for maintaining the commu- 
nication between the two roads, by means of trains run by the Boston 
and Lowell Rail-road Company, to meet our trains at the point where 
the new road diverges from the former track, which point is two and 
one half miles distant from the former intersection with the Boston and 
Lowell Road. 

The freight trains were discontinued from the Boston and Lowell 
Road on the first of December last. 

The beneficial effects of extending this road into the city of Boston, 
by an independent line, are beginning to manifest themselves in the 
accommodations it affords to a large population^ who had heretofore 
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been debarred from rail-road conveniences ; in the increased value of 
property in the towns through which it passes, and the opportunity it 
affords to the crowded population of the north part of the city, to avail 
themselves of a conveyance into the country, where lands and build- 
ings are cheap, in comparison with other sections of the country in the 
vicinity of Boston. 

A petition has been presented to the Legislature for permission to 
change a part of the present location of the road in the town of An- 
dover, for the purpose of reducing the heaviest grades on its whole line 
and carrying the road over the lands of the Essex Company, which 
company are now constructing a dam across the Merrimack River for 
manufacturing purposes. 

The passenger and freight depot buildings in Boston and on the line 
of the road, are nearly completed.

To the Honorable^ the Legislature of the Commonwealth of MassachU" 

setts : 

The Directors of the Boston and Proridence Rail-road Corporation, 
respectfully submit a report of their proceedings, receipts and expendi* 
tures, during the past year, as required by law. 

The business of the road has partaken of the general prosperity of 
the country, and yielded a considerable increase of income, compared 
with that of previous years. In anticipation of such a result, a fur- 
ther reduction of passenger rates of transportation was made on the 
1st of May last, reducing a first class passage between Boston and 
Providence to $1 25, and a second class passage to 85 cents, making 
a total reduction since the road commenced operations in June, 1835, 
of 37J per cent. 

A reduction of 25 per cent, was also made in passenger tolls charg- 
ed on this road, for passengers carried in the cars of the Taunton 
Branch Rail-road Company, reducing the toll to 1 ^ cents per mile, 
making a total reduction, since the Branch Road went into operation, 
of 50 per cent. 

The extension of the second track referred to in the report of last 
year, is completed, and has added greatly to the safety and conven- 
ience of running trains. This track is laid in the most substantial 
manner, with an H rail of approved pattern, weighing 55 pounds per 
lineal yard. A further piece of second track between Foxborough and 
Mansfield stations, a distance of 2^ miles, was commenced last fall, 
and will be completed next spring ; it is also in contemplation to ex« 
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tend the second track from the Dedham Branch Junction, to Canton, 
at an early day. 

The engine house and workshop at the Roxbury station, and the 
passenger houses at the Dedham irillage and Jamaica Plain stations, 
have been enlarged. We have also built passenger houses at the Low 
Plain and Toll Gate stations. 

The Stoughton Branch Rail-road, connecting with this road at the 
Canton station, was opened for use in April last, and has been operated 
under the agreement submitted in the last annual report, with advan- 
tage to this corporation, affording facilities to the travel on the line of 
the main road, between Boston and Cantonr, which otherwise could not 
have been afforded. 

The tri-weekly day line between Boston «nd New York, via Ston- 
ington and the Long Island Rail-road, was discontinued by the volun* 
tary act of the latter corporation, on the 9th of April last. This cor- 
poration was willing to continue the connection as a public accommo- 
dation, although it was a source of no pecuniary profit. 

We have sold, during the year, 1,000 shares of new stock, by au- 
thority of a vote of the stockholders, for the purpose of paying for the 
400 shares of the Stoughton Branch Rail-road stock, as authorized by 
an act of the last Legislature, and to pay for the second track from 
Roxbury to the junction of the Dedham Branch Rail-road. It sold at 
12Jper cent, premium; the amount over par, (12,500 00, has been 
placed to the credit of income account, and the par value, 9100,000, 
has been added to the amount of capital stock paid in. 

An appraisement of the stock of cars, engines, dz.c., was made by 
the Superintendent on the 31st ult., and their value being less than 
was charged to constructions, or cost of road, dz.c., we have charged 
to income account the difference, say (36,004 84, and deducted this 
sum from the cost of road, &c. 

During the year, we have laid pipes on the side of the Rail-road, 
from an ample source in Roxbury, to lead water to the Roxbury sta- 
tion, which it is believed will furnish a permanent supply of excellent 
water. 

The increased business of the road during the year, has caused a 
corresponding increase in the expenses, and also required a considera- 
ble addition to the stock of engines and cars.

The expenditure of $69,443 65, as above stated, for road repairs, 
includes, in addition to the ordinary repairs of road, bridges and build- 
ings, a large charge for the irenewal of rails on a part of the old track, 
by the substitution of a heavier rail, and some extra charges for the en- 
largement of depot buildings. This has been done in pursuance of a 
design of obtaining ultimately, by gradual renewals, an entire' track, 
better adapted than the present, to sustain the heavy engines and loads, 
which are now carried over it. The rails with which these renewals 
are made, are of a weight of 63 pounds to a yard in length, and they 
are fastened by cast iron chairs, at the extremities of each rail. The 
sum thus expended exceeds by about $25,000 the estimated amount of* 
ordinary road, bridge and depot repairs. It was deemed, however, 
proper to make the whole amount a charge on the income of the year, 
as a part of the current expenses, instead of charging it to the con* 
struction account, representing capital ; inasmuch as the expenditure 
charged within the year to the account of repairs of engines and cars. 
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is inadequate to meet the heavy depreciation from wear and damage, 
to the very large number of engines, tenders and passenger and freight 
cars, required for the business of the road. It would be difficult were 
it desirable, so to apportion the current expenditures of every year in 
each separate branch of account, as to preserve an exact equilibrium 
between the wear and the renewal, on each description of property, 
but the object of determining the net divisible income of the year, is 
sufficiently attained, if the aggregate of expenditure for repairs is suffi* 
cient to maintain the value of the whole property against wear, decay, 
damage and depreciation from every cause. Such a charge in some 
form, either of expenditure or reserve, must evidently be made, and 
deducted from the income of the year, before the proper divisible prof- 
its can be ascertained. On a valuation of the present stock of passen- 
ger and freight cars, it is estimated that an amount equal to that 
stated, is required to be credited to that account, to make good the de- 
ficiency of appropriations to it, in the last and several preceding years. 

The foregoing statement exhibits a large increase in the income of 
the year, over that of any preceding year. This is to be attributed to 
the prosperous condition of the Commonwealth, and of the country, to> 
gether with the satisfactory arrangements which have been made, for 
the despatch of the business of this road. The increase of transpor- 
tation has been perceptible alike in the passenger and freight depart- 
ments, but the increase of income has been much less in amount in the 
former, than it would have been, had not a large reduction been made 
in the rates of passenger fare, as stated in the last annual report made 
in December, 1844. 

This reduction applied to all the local travel of the road, and 
amounted to IQ% per cent, of the rates previously charged. By this 
reduction, the rates of local fare are made to correspond with those 
received from passengers coming from and proceeding to the Norwich 
and Worcester Rail-road. 

The rate of compensation received by this corporation from pas- 
sengers transported to or from the Western road, is tho same as before 
this change took place, it being still less by twelve per cent., than the 
reduced rate of the local fare. 

Besides the diminution of receipts from this cause, there was also a 
loss s jstaincd during a large part of the last season, from the necessity 
of reducing the rates of fare, in conjunction i*ith the Norwich and 
Worcester Road, on the New York lines, to make them correspond 
with the rates which had been established on the other New York 
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iipulfia, by wfty of StwingtoH and Newport. Under the ciriputt^tances 
jof the case, the only «,Ii(erDiitive was to submit to such reduQ^ioo, and 
id^r^by fail of obtaining a reasonable compensation for the service 
rendered, pr to abandon the travel to t&e other lines, which in such 
aase might be induced by the monopoly thus obtained of the New York 
tiavel, to make the reduction permanent The corporations interested 
in the maintenance of the Worcester and Norwich line of communica- 
tion with New York, adopted the course which they conceived would 
be conducive to the permanent interests of their reepiective roads, and 
of that portion of the public who have aa ioterest in their being prop- 
erly sustained ; and such a course as they believed would tend to se- 
cure to this route that portion of the New York travel, which, from the 
character of the accommodation afforded by it, they have a right to ex- 
pect. There is reason to anticipate from the results of the attempt of 
last season, to obtain a monopoly of this travel, and from the ar- 
rangements which have been since made, that a competition so unprof- 
itable to all the parties in it, will not be renewed the present season. 
The Boston and Worcester, and Norwich and Worcester Rail-roads, 
receive an equal compensation per mile (with the exception of a small 
fraction,) for all joint transportation on the two roads, with the excep* 
tion of that to and from New York* On this only the Norwich Com- 
pany, by special agreement, receives a small increase, a proportion, 
(to the amount of 6^ per cent,) in consideration of the expense which 
was incurred by them, in building the extension of their Rail-road to 
Allen's Foint, for the exclusive accommodation of the New York busi- 
ness. 

The relative rates of fare received by the Boston and Worcester, 

and the Western Rail-roads, from passengers travelling over the line of 

both roads, are on a different footing. This corporation has always 

readily conceded to the Western road, the right to demand a higher 

rate of fare per mile, on passengers of the joint line, than is received 

from the same passengers per mile on this road. This distinction is 

admitted to be just and reasonable, on account of the greater cost of 

that road, and the greater expense of maintaining it, in proportion to 

the amount of business which it can be expected to command. • But it 

•is not admitted that this distinction can be reasonably carried so far as 

to give to that road a greater profit per mile, after deducting the ex- 

•penses of each, including the interest on the cost, on its share of the 

Jcfint business, than is given to this road on its share of the same busi- 

KesSk Nor is it admitted, that thai -corporatioo is entitled to ony part 
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of the earaings pf this road, or to any income from the transportation 
of fMiaseogers or merchandise on it. Yet as a convenient mode of 
making the distinction in the rate of fare in favor of that road, admit* 
ted to be due to it, this corporation has consented to pay over to it, a 
stipulated proportion, of the fare paid by the joint passengers for their 
tickets on this road. This proportion, as above stated, amounts to twelve 
percent on the present local rate, or fifteen cents from $1 25, the rate 
from Boston to Worcester. This amount collected on this road, added 
to the charge for tickets <m that road, makes a difference of one cent 
per mile, in the amount received by that corporation, from each first 
class passenger travelling over the two roads, over the amount received 
by this corporation. There is the same proportional difference on the 
second class rates. 

In the amount of fare received by this corporation from passengers, 
no change was made, as has been remarked above, at the time of the 
reduction above mentioned. But as the reduction of the local faro had 
the efifect of diminishing the difierence between that fare and the sum 
charged by this corporation, on passengers proceeding to that road, it 
followed that the amount paid over to that corporation was reduced in 
consequence of the change. The difference, notwithstanding this 
reduction, between the amount realized by the respective corporations, 
from passengers transported at the same time over both rail-roads, is 
not less than one cent per mile ; that is to say, this corporation receives 
a fare of two and a half cents per mile, from first class passengers, for 
the whole or any part of this road which they may pass over, and the 
Western Corporation receives three and a half cents per mile, from 
the same passengers, including the amount paid over from this corpora- 
tion for the distance which they are transported on that j*oad. There 
is also the same proportional difference in the rates to passengers of 
the second class. The rate per mile received by the Western Corpor- 
ation varies slightly, according to the distance travelled on that road ; 
but the average amount is not less than three and a half cents a mile, 
as stated above, while the amount received on this road is at a uniform 
rate of two and a half cents a mile. 

This explanation of the rates of fare charged on this road, and of 
the amount as well as the grounds of the difference of rate charged to 
local passengers and to those coming from other rail-roads, seems 
requisite for removing the misapprehensions which have prevailed on 
the subject. It will bo perceived, that by the reduction of rate on the 
local travel, it is brought more nearly to the rates of compensation 
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paid by the travel from the Western Road, but that there is still a 
material distinction in the amount realized by this corporation from the 
two classes of passengers ; and that the distinction is still greater in 
favor of that road, in the amount realized by each from the same pas- 
sengers travelling over both. 

Such was the activity of business during the year, and the unparal- 
leled movement of travellers, that the receipts from passenger fare, 
notwithstanding the reduction above stated in the rates, presented an 
increase of income over that from the same source in the preceding 
year of $6,585 21. 

The increase in the income from the transportation of merchandise, 
arising from the increased activity of business, was much greater, 
amounting in the whole to $57,509 46. The rates of freight in the 
mean time, on all the branches of the business, remained through the 
year unchanged. There was, however, a change in the amount re- 
ceived by this corporation, from the freight of merchandise conveyed 
to and brought from the Western Rail-road, in consequence of the 
expiration of the obligations of the award of arbitrators, of which a 
history was given in the last annual report. This award regulated the 
receipts of income from this branch of the business of the road, from 
January 1, 1844, to April 15th, 1845. The award was made in pur- 
suance of a voluntary submission by the parties, of the question em- 
braced in it for a limited period, to the decision of arbitrators, subject 
to be terminated thereafter, by notice from either party that they were 
dissatisfied with it. In pursuance of notice from this corporation, it 
terminated on the date last above mentioned. 

The award was objected to by this corporation, both in principle and 
in its practical operation, because it gave to the Western Corporation a 
part of the income earned by us exclusively upon our road, and be- 
cause the portion assigned to us, of the receipts for the transportation 
of merchandise upon our own road, in our own cars, (in a just propor- 
tion,) by our agents, and at our cost and risk, was entirely inadequate, 
beyond the actual expense, to compensate this corporation for the capi- 
tal which they had invested for the special accommodation of this 
branch of the business. These grounds of objection to the award 
have been more specifically set forth elsewhere, and it would be irrele- 
vant to repeat them here. 

The grounds of our opposition to the claim of the Western Rail-road 
Corporation, to enjoy a portion of the income earned upon our road, we 
shall have occasion to set forth elsewhere, in our defence against the 
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proceedings instituted in the Supreme Judicial Court, and now pending 
for the prosecution of that claim ; and also, if necessary, in another 
form, before this Honorable Legislature, in respectful opposition to the 
petition of the same parties, in which they pray for summary redress, 
in the identical case for which their suit is already pending in the high- 
est judicial tribunal of the Commonwealth. We forbear, for these 
reasons, to ent^r into any discussion of that question in this report. 

It is proper, however, for the Directors to state, as a part of their 
proceedings during the year, that in anticipation of the expiration of 
the award, they gave notice to the Directors of the Western Rail-road 
of their readiness to continue the joint business in the same manner, in 
all respects, as that in which it had been conducted during the pend- 
ency of the award, and at the same rate of fare and freight, with the 
exception, that in lieu of the rate of compensation prescribed by the 
referees, this corporation should receive all the freight earned upon 
this road ; and that each corporation should be entitled to charge upon 
the joint income, sixteen cents a ton, as the estimated cost to each, of 
the loading, unloading, clerk hire, and other expenses at their respec- 
tive depots. 

In this proceeding they have claimed, as they conceive, no more 
than they are entitled to by virtue of their charter, and they encroach 
upon no rights granted to the Western Road by the charter of that 
corporation. If they are mistaken in this estimate of their rights, the 
legal tribunals of the country will doubtless correct their error, and 
afford the adverse claimants an adequate remedy. 

In proof of the moderation and the liberality towards the Western 
Rail-road Corporation and the public, with which the Directors have 
executed the trust committed to them in that provision of the 5th sec- 
tion of the charter of this corporation, which grants a toll, "for the sole 
benefit of said corporation^ upon all passengers and property of all 
descriptions, which may be conveyed or transported upon said road, at 
such rates per mile as may he agreed upon and established from time to 
time by the Directors of said corporation," it may be pertinent to re- 
mark that, in regard to the passenger fare, the rates established upon 
all passengers connected with the Western Rail-road, are as low as are 
established on any rail-road in the Commonwealth, and they are less 
by one third, as has been shown above, than the rate demanded by the 
Western Rail-road from the same passengers, when travelling on their 
road in the same cars. In regard to the demand for freight, it may be 
remarked, that the compensation demanded is the same per mile as is

recerred bj the Western road ; it is regulated precisely by the same 
specific rates as were ia force for the benefit of the Western road, 
during the period when the compensation of this road was prescribed 
by the award ; and it is lower, as we are informed and believe, than 
the rate charged on general merchandise, upon any other rail-road in 
the country, except the Western. The rates of compensation, on the 
business connected with the Western road, are also much lower than 
are demanded, for the transportation of the same description of mer- 
chandise, in every other branch of the business of this road. 

It is true the rate of compensation thus established by the directors 
by virtue of authority which they claim under their act of incorporation, 
is in a small degree higher than that which was established by the 
award of the referees referred to above. A considerable portion of this 
increase arises from the claim made by the directors of this road, to 
have the cost of labor, clerk hire, and other depot expenses, at the sev- 
eral stations on the two roads, made a charge on the gross receipts from 
both, instead of having the whole expenses of our part of the line, 
which are equal, at least, to those of the other, made a charge ex- 
clusively upon our share of the receipts, which do not exceed 30 per 
cent, of the whole amount. The expenses of the Boston freight depot 
alone amounted the last year to over 820,000, of which more than half 
was justly chargeable to the freight from the Western road. Including 
the increased net receipts in consequence of the allowance of this 
charge, the proportion of the freight money received by this corporation, 
during the past year, did not exceed the amount to which it would have 
been entitled, under the award, had it been coiitinued in force through 
the year, by more than 812,000. 

This statement will serve to show, that while this corporation claims 
the right of managing its own affairs, in pursuance of the authority 
granted to it by charter, it is ready to manage them in a manner not 
incompatible with the full enjoyment, by other corporations, participa- 
ting with them in the same line of communication, of all their rights. 
They have been uniformly desirous of arranging all matters, in which 
they are jointly interested with either the Western, or the Norwich and 
Worcester Rail-road, on the most liberal terms, and in a manner most 
effectually to promote the success of those roads, so important to the 
extended lines of communication of which they form a part. 

In our negotiations for this object with the directors of the Norwich 
road, we have concluded every arrangement for the mutual advantage 
of the two roads, in a uniform spirit of the utmost harmony. In our 
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negotiations with the directors of the Western road for the same object, 
we have been, for the most part, met in the same accommodating spirit, 
and many arrangements have been entered into for conducting the joint 
business, in a manner most advantageous and satisfactory to the public, 
and to the mutual advantage of the two corporations. Minor differ- 
ences of opinion have not been suffered to disturb the harmony of ac- 
tion, so important to the management of a concern of so complex a na- 
ture, as the formation of a system of arrangements for the conduct of 
the joint business of these two roads. The directors of the Western 
road, in these arrangements, have doubtless made concessions to the 
wishes of this corporation, in obedience to a liberal desire of promoting 
the common interest. On tlie other hand, it will not be denied, that we 
have made large and liberal expenditures, with a special and chief ref- 
erence to the better accommodation of the business of that road ; — par- 
ticularly in the building of the second track, and the great enlargement 
of the. freight accommodations. In the desire entertained by us, in com- 
mon with the directors of that road, to promote an object so important 
to the interests of the city and of the Commonwealth, as the successful 
establishment of this great line of commercial and personal intercourse, 
we have been prepared to do every thing, short of an abandonment of 
the rights of our own constituents, to second the views, and advance 
the interests of that corporation. In proof of this, we appeal to the 
whole history of our negotiations and arrangements, with the directors 
of that corporation, and to the very terms of arrangement under which 
the joint business is now conducted. 

It is only when they assail the vital principle of our charter, — the 
right of regulating the business and enjoying the income of our own 
road, — when they demand the right of deriving an income from the use 
of the Boston and Worcester road, — that we resist the claim and stand 
upon our rights. 

We readily concede to the Western Corporation all the rights and 
powers which we claim for our own, but no more — both acting under 
charters granting the same powers and privileges. We are ready to 
cooperate with the Directors of that corporation, in measures consist- 
ent with the common benefit, far more efficacious, as we believe, in 
advancing the interests of that road, than any system of coercion can 
be, which aims at rendering one corporation subordinate to the. other — 
even should it obtain, as we believe it cannot, the sanction of the judi- 
cial tribunals. The power of using this road, by compulsory means, 
against the vduntary consent of its proprietors, would afford but a poor

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rocome, compared with that which may be earned by each corporation 
upon its own road, acting together for their mutual benefit, in a spirit 
of cordial cooperation. Whatever may be the result of present con- 
troversies, the Directors believe that those who shall be hereafter en- 
trusted with the management of the affairs of the two corporations, 
will find that the true interests of both will be best promoted by a joint 
cooperation, in the exercise of equal powers, in a liberal spirit, for the 
common benefit. 

Several important improvements have been made in the mil-road 
and its depot accommodations, during the last season, which have re- 
quired a large additional expenditure of capital. One of these im- 
provements consists of the raising of Tremont street, in the city of 
Boston, in such manner that it is made to cross the rail-road by a 
bridge of a sufi[icient elevation to admit of the passing of locomotives 
and rail-road carriages beneath it. This street, which is 70 feet in 
width, has become already one of the principal thoroughfares of the 
city, and the travel upon it is daily increasing. It was therefore 
deemed important for the interests of this corporation^ as well as those 
of the public, to separate the two roads by a difilerence of level, so as 
guard against obstructions to the travel on both ; and, what is more 
important, to remove the possibility of collisions which put in jeopardy 
the lives of travellers upon the street as well as upon the rail-road. 
This has been done by the Directors, under the authority of the mayor 
and aldermen, granted on the condition that the corporation will in- 
demnify the city against all legal claims for damages to private prop- 
erty. A substantial bridge has been erected, and the street is raised 
by an embankment supported by side-walls which are built on piles. 
The declivity in the street, occasioned by the elevation, is not greater 
than occurs in other parts of the same street. 

Another improvement alluded to, consists of the erection of a large 
and commodious engine«house and machine-shop, near the freight 
station in Boston, for the deposit and repair of locomotive engines ; the 
former building erected for these purposes being entirely insufficient 
for the reception of the requisite number of engines for the despatch 
of the present business of the road. The new building is designed to 
be a durable structure, and it is upon a plan of construction and fur- 
nished with machinery carefully adapted to the purposes to which it is 
devoted. A lot of land and a wharf, adjoining this building, have 
been purchased for the storage of the large quantity of fuel which is 
necessarily kept on hand for the working of the locomotives. On an

Bkdjoimng lot, alao, carpenters, blacksmiths, and paint shops, for tha 
building and repair of passenger and freight carsi are erected, and 
pnovided with appropriate fiJ^tures and furniture. 

Axi important improvement has also been made at the Boston depot, 
for the purpose of affording a passenger station to the Old Colony Rail- 
road, on Albany street, in the immediate vicinity of the passenger 
station of this road. For the purpose of affording this accommodation, 
a substantial and commodious building has been erected, on the corner 
of Albany and Kneeland streets, containing rooms for passengers and 
haggage, apd tracks for the engines and cars. A track, to be appro* 
priated to this use, at all tinges when it shall be required, is also laid, 
leading from the passenger house, through the freight depot, and over 
the original wharf of this corporation, to the drawbridge, which has 
been erected ac;x>9s the channel by authority of an act of the Legisla- 
ture. For the accommodation thus afforded to the Old Colony Bail- 
road, including the use of a track for all the passei^r trains, that 
corporation pays a stipulated annual rent. A convenient union is thus 
formed between the two rail -roads, which may prove advajitageous to 
the interests of both. 

Improvements have also been made in the enlargement of the build- 
ings at the Millbury, Grafton, and Natick stations, and tbe fceight ac- 
commodatiops at Hopkinton. 

In eonsequence of an application which was xxks4^ tp the JUeg^la- 
ture at the last session by the inhabitants of Framingbam, Saxonville, 
and Way land, for authority to build a branch rail-road leiading (irom 
Framingbam !to the Fitchburg ^ail-road, at Weston^ the directors of 
this corporation, for the accommodation of the b.u^89s of tbe |two 
first named villages, engaged to build a branch rail-road from such 
part of the main road, as oja. examination should prove most advanta- 
geous, to SaxpQyiUe ; an4 afso one leading to the Central Village in 
Framw^haa^ if tipe inhabitai^ of that place should request it. Ex- 
aminations and (extensive snurveys, in reference to both these objects, 
were mad^e >early in the seactop^ on several routes, diverging from the 
main road ^taewal ^ffepent (ppinis. In compliance with a special ap- 
plication from the inhatiitaots of Framingbam, a survey was made to 
determine the practicability of a routeto coimnenoe at the CentraJ Til- 
lage in that town, and passing through Somerville, Wayland and Wes- 
ton, to the main road near the Charles River. This route was found 
decidedly ineligible. The best mode of accommodating the village of 
SaxoDville, was found to be by a branch leading very nearly in a direct 
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course from Natick village, crossing Long Pond near the wading place, 
and terminating near the New England Worsted Factory. On this 
route the road was located, and it is nearly graded. It was intended 
that the rails should be laid down, before the winter, but it was found 
in consequence of the delay in the selection of the route, to be im- 
practicable. 
This branch will be completed early in the ensuing season. 
In regard to a branch to Framingham Central Village, the directors 
came to the opinion, upon a thorough investigation, and after hearing 
the suggestions of the gentlemen of that place, who had given their at- 
tention to the subject, that the business of the village can be best ac- 
commodated by a branch leading directly to it from the depot at South 
Framingham. The reasons for this opinion were explained to a com- 
mittee of the inhabitants of the village, but we regretted to learn that 
they were not satisfied with the decision. In consequence of this dis- 
satisfaction, and no request having been made for a branch to this vil- 
lage except by a route in the opinion of the directors, manifestly ineli- 
gible, no definitive decision has been made in regard to it. 

Several applications have been made to the directors for the con- 
struction of branches leading to the villages of Newton Lower Falls, 
Newton Upper Falls, and Newton Centre. Several surveys have been 
made in reference to the two first, and some examination in reference 
to the last. A route has been selected for a branch to the Lower 
Falls, and it is proposed to begin the work early in the spring. Two 
routes to the Upper Falls have been undet consideration, but no decis- 
ion has been made in regard to either, nor in regard to the application 
from Newton Centre.

The receipts of the Company for the past year on ac- 
count of capital stock, are for 500 shares at eighty doK 
lars per share, ..... $40 000 00 
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Tbe diseoant of jkwenty dollars a share made to the stockhokiers, 
amounting to $10,000, has been charged to accbant of profit and loss, 
and been repaid from the income and profits of the road. The same 
was the case in 1842, when 600 shares were issued to the stockholders 
at $50 dollars a share. The discount of twenty-fire thousand dollars 
was charged to the account of profit and loss, and repaid in the same 
manner. So that on the whole 3000 shares of the Company's capital 
stock, there hare actually been paid in or realized the full sum of 
$300,000 00.

No Dividend of Profits has been made since the last Annual Re- 
port. 

On the first day of September last, an arrangement was ratified be- 
tween this Company and the Fitchburg Rail-road Company, (pursuant 
to the provisions of the charter of the last named Company,) for a lease 
of the Charlestown Branch Rail-road, and its furniture, and a portion 
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of the other property of the Company, with the right on the part of 
the Fitch burg Rail-road Company to purchase the same by paying 
9^8,000 00, or eighty-six dollars a share ; and until the purchase, 
the Fitchburg Company were to pay interest on that sum in semi- 
annual payments, and all repairs and other expenses. This arrange- 
ment was so obviously for the mutual advantage of both Companies, 
that it was unanimously approved and confirmed by the stockholders 
of the two Companies at meetings at which the majority in interest 
were respectively represented. Since the 1st of September, the road 
has been run by the Fitchburg Company, who have since given notice 
of their election to purchase, and the 31 st day of this month is the 
day mutually agreed upon for the transfer. 

A dividend of a portion of the capital stock will then be made, leav- 
ing a sufficient sum on hand to meet all the liabilities of the Company. 

In their last Annual Report, the Directors informed the Legislature 
that the Company had made a contract " with the Governor and Coun* 
cil in behalf of the Commonwealth, by the terms of which this Com- 
pany is to enclose and fill up for the State about seventy-eight thousand 
feet of flats adjoining the State Prison Yard, for. which the Common- 
wealth is to give the Company a deed of its remaining lands and flats 
on the westerly and south-westerly side of the Prison." The Company 
are now about ready to receive the deed, having nearly fulfilled the 
terms of the agreement upon its part. The amount of the whole cost 
to the Company for making and enclosing the land which the Com- 
monwealth is to receive, will not be far from $15,000 00 — which is 
the consideration paid by the former for the remaining lands and flats 
to be conveyed by the latter. 

This contract was made on the 15tb October, 1844, under the autho- 
rity given in the Company's charter, (see act 1836, chap. 187, sec. 7,) 
by which '' His Excellency the Governor, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Council, is hereby authorized to sell, exchange or oth- 
erwise dispose of to the said Corporation, such part of the land and 
flats owned by the Commonwealth on the south-easterly and south- 
westerly sides of Austin street, and of the said Prison Point Bridge in 
Charlestown, and lying without the walls and fences of the State 
Prison, in such manner and upon such terms as they may deem for 
the interest of the Commonwealth." Efforts had been made by the 
Company to make this purchase in several preceding years, but without 
success until 1844, when the pressing demands of the Company, owing 
to its increasing business, for land for their engine houses and cars, 
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and for wharfing privileges, compelled it to accede to the terms of the 
Governmeat A portion of this land is to he conveyed to the FitcliF 
burg Rail-road Company by the terms of the agreement, and the two 
Companies have been negotiating for a sale of a larger portion. This 
property will be all that will remain to the Company aAer the 3ist 
instant ; and in two years the Company will be enabled to wind ap its 
affairs. The Directors feel confident that they will be able to dispose 
of this property without loss to the stockholders, as the demand for 
land and wharfing privileges in this vicinity is increasing every year: 

Of the portion of land or flats which this Corporation is to receive 
nnder this contract, the Boston and Maine Rail-road Extension Com- 
pany (now united with the Boston and Maine Rail-road Company,) 
has taken for its road about 50,000 square feet ; and one of the stipu- 
lations made by the Governor and Council, on behalf of the Common- 
wealth in said contract, is, that the Charlestown Branch Rail-road 
Company shall be authorized to institute legal proceedings at its own 
expense and for its own benefit against the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road Company, to recover damages for the property thus taken. 

And our Company on its part, was obliged among other engagements 
to make within a reasonable time the whole of the 60,000 square feet 
of flats so taken, solid land ; because a great portion thereof bordered 
upon the land reserved by the Commonwealth, and must, therefore, be 
filled up in order that the new made land of the State Prison may re- 
main solid. This our Corporation proceeded to do with proper des- 
patch, having first formally tendered to the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road Company the privilege of doing it for itself Thf estimated cost 
of filling up the land taken by the last named Company, with the pro- 
portionate part of the consideration agreed to be given to the Com- 
monwealth, will amount at least to $12,500 00. Under authority given 
by the Governor and Council, legal proceedings have been commenced 
against the Boston and Maine Rail-road Company to recover these 
damages, the latter Company having refused to leave the matter in dis- 
pute to any impartial reference, or to make any settlement whatever. 
And much to our surprise this Corporation entered a Protest before the 
Governor and Council, — which is also addressed to the Honorable Le- 
gislature— -against granting the authority to commence these proceed- 
ings, upon the bold and frivolous pretence, that the charter of the 
Boston and Maine Rail-road Extension Company made to it an abso- 
lute grant of the property which the Commonwealth has acquired by 
6 
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purchase. We have looked in vain for any such grant. It is con- 
tended that the grant is implied in the section of the charter which 
describes or locates the route of the Extension Road ; but in that de- 
scription not a word is mentioned of the property of the Common- 
wealth, nor is there fixed any boundary which would require the road 
to be run through it. On the other hand, it can be indisputably proved 
that this description could be followed in three or four different and 
favorable routes, without touching the premises and flats of the State 
Prison. Under the construction which the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road Corporation gives to the Act of 1644, Chap. 172, it might as well 
have located its Extension Road through the very yard of the prison, 
and taken down for the purpose any of the valuable buildings thereon. 
If that Corporation under the above act has the right to take, without 
remuneration, the flats appurtenant to the prison yard which the Com- 
monwealth purchased of individuals, it has an equal right to take with 
impunity its five rods wide through the yard itself, and even through 
the innermost recesses of the prison. If there is any question to be 
raised, it is whether the location of the Extension Rail- road is legally 
made, and whether before the road was constructed that Corporation 
was not liable to an injunction. 

It is not the custom of this Commonwealth to give away her pro- 
perty acquired by purchase to private Corporations. She has often 
lent her aid to Rail-road Corporations, but has always insisted upon 
having adequate indemnity ; and whenever she makes a grant for any 
purpose it is done in specific, intelligible and absolute terms. Nothing 
is to be presumed against the Commonwealth. 

The Legislature which passed the act referred to, did not have any 
notice that the Company chartered by it, intended in the first place to 
take the property of the Commonwealth, and in the next place to make 
the attempt to evade paying its fair value. The petitioners for the 
charter of the Charlestown Branch Rail-road Company, however, in 
1836, did give notice that they desired to take a portion of this pro- 
perty, and they obtained the liberty in express terms ; the route of 
' their rail-road was defined and described as going through it ; — but 
(and here is the difference in the two cases,) the Governor and Coun- 
cil were tn addition to the authority above quoted, also authorized *^ to 
make such arrangements with said Corporation, concerning the build- 
ing of said Branch Rail-road and the filling of the flats in and upon 
the land of the Commonwealth, as shall be considered just and expe- 
dient—and said road shall not be made until his Excellency the Gov- 
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ernor, by snd with the advice and consent of the Council, shall have 
approved of the location and the proposed mode of building that part 
of said road which may be constructed over the lands and flats of the 
Commonwealth near the State Prison." The Charlestowu Branch 
Rail-road Company under its charter, from which the above quota- 
tions are made, obtained leave of the Governor and Council for an 
adequate consideration given to the Commonwealth, to locate its road 
through these lands and flats, in one place twenty-five feet wide and 
in another place forty feet wide. But the Boston and Maine Rail-road 
Extension Company, . in 1844, when this property of the Common- 
wealth had become much enhanced in value, — and there being no spe- 
cial authority appointed in its charter to protect the interests of the 
Commonwealth, for the very good reason that the Legislature did not 
suppose that they were about to be invaded, — located its road five rods 
wide through her valuable property, and took thereof nearly an acre 
and a quarter, and now under the plea of the public good seeks to 
evade paying a fair remuneration therefor ! It is singular indeed that 
a Corporation which owes its existence to the strict construction of 
the chartered rights and privileges of another Corporation, and to the 
rejection by the Legislature of all implied grants, should, among its 
first acts, set up its charter against the Commonwealth, and after hav- 
ing taken a large piece of her property for its own use should pretend 
that it had a grant thereof by implication. The Directors much re- 
gret that they are compelled in this report to allude to the extraordi- 
nary protest of that Corporation, wherein are stated other matters 
which cannot be maintained, as they are prepared at any time to show. 
The Corporation which they represent, being now about to wind up its 
afifairs, claims nothing but justice at the hands of the Commonwealth 
and of all other parties. 

The Directors deem it appropriate in this report to show to the Le- 
gislature what amount the stockholders have paid in, and the interest 
thereon, and also what dividends they have received since the organi- 
zation of the Corporation. There was paid —

or nearly ten per cent, on the capital stock. The land of the cor» 
poration remaining unsold will probably produce more than its cost, 
and the profits therefrom will go towards reducing the loss. Thus 
while other Kail-road Companies in Massachusetts have made their 
regular dividends at the rate of from six to ten per cent., this Cor- 
poration will hardly be able to return its capital with simple interest 
thereon. 

But the benefits and enterprise which this Corporation has developed 
' are of no small consequence. It was first chartered as a branch to 
the Boston and Lowell Rail-road, and one third of its present capital 
was expended in making this connexion, and in providing advantages 
which no other line of rail-roads in this State possesses, of taking and 
receiving freight and merchandise at wharves in our harbor, where 
ships of the largest class may be moored at all tides. Leave was next 
granted to extend the road to Fresh and Spy Ponds, and then it be- 
came distinguished as the Ice-road, and by giving new facilities for 
the transportation of that important staple commodity, it has already 
had the efiect to increase the business in that article fourfold. It has 
also given an impetus to the manufacture of bricks. This rail-road 
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was then extended by the Fitchburg Rail-road Company, which has 
now availed itself of its right to purchase it. Thus the Charlestown 
Branch Rail-road Company, in having been the first link in that long 
and still extending chain of rail-road communication, which is to con- 
nect more intimately our metropolis with New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Lake Champlain and Montreal, may well boast of having done the 
State some service in aiding to develop her resources and increase 
her wealth.

^ Articles of Agreement made and concluded this first day of Sep- 
tember, in the year eighteen hundred and forty-five, by and between 
the Charlestown Branch Rail-road Company of the first part, and the 
Fitchburg Rail-road Company of the second part, both Corporations 
duly established by the Legislature of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
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chusetts : Whereas, by the second section of their act of incorpora- 
ion, passed on the third day of March, A. D. 1842, the said Fitchburg 
Rail-road Company were authorized "to make such arrangements 
with the said Charlestown Branch Rail-road Company, either by a pur- 
chase of a part or the whole of the said rail-road, or by a lease of the 
same, as may be mutually agreed upon." And, whereas, in part pur- 
suance thereof, the said Fitchburg Rail-road Company, prior to the 
completion of their road, have purchased a portion of said rail-road, 
by an instrument, made and executed by the parties hereto^ on the 
fourth day of May, A. D. 1843, reference thereto being had : And, 
whereas, it is now found to be necessary, from the growing business 
upon the two roads, that the same should be united, and the business 
thereon be conducted under one Corporation ; and it has, therefore, 
been deemed advisable that the said Fitchburg Rail-road Company 
should have the exclusive use and control of the whole rail-road of 
the said Charlestown Branch Rail-road Company, including the road 
furniture and other property, and privileges appurtenant thereto : — 

Now, therefore, this agreement witnesseth, that the said Charles- 
town Branch Rail-road Company doth hereby lease and demise to the 
sai4 Fitchburg Rail-road Company, their successors and assigns, the 
whole of the rail-road of the said Charlestown Branch Rail-road Com- 
pany, not heretofore sold as aforesaid, extending from Swett^s Wharf in 
Charlestown, to Cambridge and West Cambridge, including all the 
lateral branches, together with all the turnouts, switches, turn-tables, 
buildings and other fixtures; the extent and situation of said rail-road 
to be defined according to the several locations heretofore filed by the 
said Charlestown Branch Rail-road Company, with the County Com- 
missioners of the County of Middlesex. Also, all the several parcels 
of land now belonging to the said Charlestown Branch Company, 
which are situated in the towns of Somerville and Cambridge, and not 
included in the several locations aforesaid. Also, all their right and 
interest in and to all streets laid out by the Charlestown Wharf Com- 
pany in Charlestown. Also, a small strip of land, being a portion of 
the land for which the said Charlestown Branch Company have made 
a contract with the Commonwealth aforesaid, situate in said Charles- 
town, east of Prison Point Bridge, and south' of the said rail-road, 
and running southerly on said rail-road, from said bridge, to land of 
said Fitchburg Rail-road Company, and fifteen feet wide, so that with 
this strip, and with the present road of said Fitchburg Company, the 
whole rail-road shall be forty feet wide east of said bridge, across the 
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land purchased of the Commonwealth. Also, all the rail-road furni- 
ture and other personal property of the said Charlestown Branch Com- 
pany, composing a part of their capital stock — all of which is duly in- 
ventoried and appraised in the schedule thereof hereto annexed, and 
signed by Samuel M. Felton and George A. Parker, the superinten- 
dents of the two Companies, parties hereto, (meaning hereby to lease 
to said Fitchburg Rail-road Company, all the property of the said 
Charlestown Branch Company, of every description whatsoever, both 
real and personal, whether the same be particularly described herein 
or not, with the* following exceptions only : — The lot of land lying at 
the head of Gray's Wharf in Charlestown, containing about 13,900 
square feet, and conveyed by the Charlestown Wharf Company by 
deed, dated A. D. 1844 — the land and flats contracted for 

by the said Charlestown Branch Rail-road Company with said Com- 
monwealth, other than the small strip fifteen feet wide, aforesaid. Also, 
all the bills and notes receivable, and all other debts and claims now 
due to the said Charlestown Branch Company.) 

To have and to hold the same, all and singular, to the said Fitchburg 
Rail-road Company, their successors and assigns, for^ the full term of 
ninety-nine years from the date hereof, they yielding and paying there- 
for the sum of fifteen thousand four hundred and eighty dollars per 
annum, and all taxes and rates of every description that may hereafter 
be legally levied on said rail-road and appurtenances, by any competent 
authority, and also keeping the said rail-road and all bridges over the 
road, and all other property in good order and condition. 

And the said Fitchburg Rail-road Company do hereby covenant and 
agree for themselves, their successors and assigns, to pay to the said 
Charlestown Branch Rail-road Company, their successors or assigns, 
the said sum for each and every year, in equal semi-annual payments 
of seven thousand seven hundred and forty dollars on each first day of 
March and of September during said term, the first payment to be 
made on the first day of March next, and all rates and taxes as afore- 
said ; and at the end of said term, to deliver up to the said Charles- 
town Branch Rail-road Company, their successors or assigns, the 
whole road, lands, buildings, and all fixtures and appurtenances of a 
permanent nature in absolutely as good order and condition as the 
same now are, or make good the deficiency in money, and to pay over 
to them in cash the full appraised value of all the other personal 
property hereby demised, and not delivered up as aforesaid. 

And the said Fitchburg Rail-road Company do hereby further cove-

nant and agree to indemnify and save harmless, during the whole of 
said term, the said lessors, their successors and assigns, from all lia- 
bility whatsoever, on account of any casualty or disaster on the line 
of said road and of its branches, whether from collision, from fire set 
by their locomotives, from defect of road, negligence, or from any 
other cause, and from all liability that may be incurred by the non* 
observance of any law now in forte or that may be hereafter in force. 
This provision is not to apply to any casualty prior to this date. 

And whereas the said Charlestown Branch Rail-road Company hare 
now built a sea wall across the rail-road bridge on the line of the flats 
adjacent to the State Prison yard, and are now proceeding to fill up 
the said flats under and near said rail-road bridge, and included in the 
location of said rail-road, and are proceeding to make solid the same, 
the said Fitchburg Rail-road Company do hereby further agree to pay 
to the said Charlestown Branch Rail-road Company the proportionate 
part of the cost of making that portion of said road solid, forty feet 
wide, the cost thereof to be estimated by the engineers aforesaid, and 
to be paid on demand when the work shall be completed. And it is 
further covenanted and agreed, by the parties hereto, that the said 
Fitchburg Rail-road Company shall have the right at any time, within 
three years from this date, of electing to purchase the whole of the 
property, hereby leased, for the sum of two hundred and fiily-eight 
thousand dollars in cash ; and if, at any time within three years from 
this date, the Fitchburg Rail-road Company shall give notice, in writ- 
ing, of their election to purchase, as aforesaid, the said Charlestown 
Branch Rail-road Company shall, within six months from the time of 
receiving said notice, and upon payment to them of said sum of two 
hundred and fifty* eight thousand dollars, convey, by a good and sufli- 
cient deed with an unincumbered title, all the road and property of 
every description, hereby leased to the said Fitchburg Rail-road Com- 
pany ; and in such case, also, the said Charlestown Branch Rail-road 
Company will assign their charter, franchise, and corporate privileges 
to the said Fitchburg Rail-road Company, and all rent shall thereupon 
cease ; — but the former company may reserve to themselves the right, 
under their charter, of settling up their affairs, and of disposing of 
their other property for a sufficient period, not to exceed three years 
from the date of this instrument. 

The said Charlestown Branch Rail-road Company do hereby agree to 
pay all their existing debts, and to discharge all liabilities now incurred 
by them, excepting that the said Fitchburg Rail-road Company do 
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hereby agree to assume the whole cost and expense of straightening 
the raiJ-road at the junction of the Lowell road, agreeably to the pro- 
visions of the act passed March 16th, A. D. 1844, upon the pay- 
ment to them, by the said Charlestown Branch Rail-road Company, 
of the sum of six thousand dollars, upon the execution hereof, the 
payment of which sum shall entitle the latter company to a full dis- 
charge and guaranty against all liabilities incurred now, or hereafter, 
in consequence of the said straightening, or of any proceedings con- 
nected therewith, subsequent to the passage of said act ; and excepting, 
also, that the said Fitchburg Rail-road Company do hereby agree to 
assume and carry into effect the annexed contract, made with Hubbell 
and Abbot, the first day of June, A. D., 1S44, by the said Charles- 
town Branch Rail-road Company herewith transferred. 

This instrument shall operate as a discharge to the said Fitchburg 
Rail- road Company from their agreement to pay rent, according to 
the prorisions of the aforesaid instrument, made and executed by the 
parties hereto on the fourth day of May, A. D. 1843.

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FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 



OP THE 



CONNECTICUT RIVER RAIL-ROAD 



COMPANY. 



The Directors of the Connecticut River Rail-road Company, re- 
spectfully present to the Legislature this their First Annual Report. 
This company being a consolidation of the Northampton and Spring- 
field Rail-road Corporation, and the Greenfield and Northampton Rail- 
road Company was duly organized as hereafter stated. 

In the month of February last, the Northampton and Springfield 
Rail-road Corporation made an agreement with the Western Rail-road 
Corporation for an union of the tracks of the said two companies, and 
for passenger depot accommodations at Springfield ; also for right of 
way over the lands of the Westerh Rail-road Company, to unite with 
the Hartford and Springfield Rail-road, which agreement is annexed to 
this report. (See Appendix A.) 

On the twenty-eighth day of February, 1845, the Northampton and 
Springfield Rail-road was opened for the transit of passengers and 
freight to Cabotville, a distance of about 4 miles. 

The subscribers to the stock of the Greenfield and Northampton 
Rail-road Company convened at Greenfield, in pursuance of legal no- 
tice, on the 17th day of June, 1845, when it was ascertained that 
three thousand shares, of one hundred dollars each, had been sub- 
scribed. The company was, therefore, duly organized by the choice 
of seven directors, who subsequently convened at Springfield on the 
24th day of June, and organized by the choice of president, treasurer 
and clerk. 

At a subsequent meeting of the stockholders of the Greenfield and 
Northampton Rail-road Company, held at Greenfield on the eighth day 
of July, certain terms of union, under authority of a provision to that 
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effect in their charter, were prescribed and voted for a consolidation of 
said company, with the Northampton and Springfield Rail-road Cor- 
poration, which were ordered to be transmitted to the said last named 
corporation for their acceptance and ratification. A certified copy 
was officially transmitted to a meeting of the stockholders of the 
Northampton and Springfield Rail-road Corporation, held on the eve- 
ning of the same day at Northampton, and were, by said last corpora- 
tion, accepted and ratified. A copy of the votes by the Northampton 
and Springfield Rail-road Corporation accompanies this report, being 
the same as those passed by the Greenfield and Northampton Rail-road 
Company. (See B.) 

The stockholders of the Connecticut River Rail-road Company held 
their first legal meeting, in pursuance of the votes passed by both pre- 
existing companies, in Springfield, on the eighteeth day of July, en- 
acted certain by-laws, and elected a board of seven directors. The 
directors organized on the same day by choice of president, treasurer 
and clerk. 

The board thus constituted, proceeded to make such revision as 
they deemed expedient, of the line of their road between Greenfield 
and Northampton ; since which time it has been definitely located, put 
under contract, and is now in progress of construction. The grading 
is under contract, to be completed by the first of June next. 

The length of line between Northampton and Greenfield, is about 
nineteen miles. The gradients conform to those on the portion of the 
road between Northampton and Springfield, none being over 18 feet 
to the mile. The entire road will be completed early in the fall, and 
it is hoped that all south of the Deerfield River Bridge will be ready 
for use somewhat earlier. 

The road was opened for use to Northampton on the 13th day of 
December last, since which time it has been in constant and successful 
operation, running three trips per day, each way, over the road. 

From the 28th February, 1845, to December 13, the length of the 
road in use was about 4 miles, and the fare for passengers has been 12^ 
cents. From Dec. 13th to January 1, 1846, the portion of the road 
in use has been about 17 miles, and the fare charged for that distance 
is 50 cents, intermediate charges proportionable.

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This agreement, made this thirteenth day of February, A. D. 1845, 
by and between the Western Rail-road Corporation of the first part, 
and the Northampton and Springfield Rail-road Corporation of the 
second part, Witnesseth : That the said party of the first part, in con- 
sideration of the agreement of the party of the second part, herein- 
after named, hereby agrees with the said party of the second part, as 
follows, viz : 

First. That they will provide for the Northampton and Springfield 
Rail-road an appropriate junction with the track of the Western Rail- 
road at Springfield, by a line east of their machine shop, and such 
suitable depot accommodations for the passenger business of the party 
of the second part, as with their means they can reasonably provide, 
consistently with the transaction of their own business. 

Second. That they will as soon as is reasonably practicable, purchase 
additional lands for enlarging their passenger accommodations, and 
will erect an enlarged building therefor, as soon as they shall have as- 
certained, by reasonable experience and observation, in what manner, 
and to what extent, the increasing and prospective wants of the traffic 
of all the roads shall require such additions, and within such enlarged 
building they will make provision for the fair accommodation of the 
passenger business of said party of the second part, — which accommo- 
dations shall be accorded to them when needed for the prosecution of 
their business. 

Third. But the said party of the first part reserve the right, if the 
local business of the said party of the second part — that of trains not 
connecting with the regular trains of the party of the first part — seri- 
ously interferes with the business of the party of the first part, to pro- 
vide at their own expense accommodations for such local business, in 
the nearest convenient place on the grounds of said party of the first 
part, connecting the same with the main passenger depot by a covered 
way in the most conveniently practicable manner, where that part of 
the business shall thereafter be done. Provided, however, that if said 
change is rendered necessary by the increase of the business of the 
party of the second part, that party shall pay the expenses of such 
change. 

Fourth, The party of the first part will provide by a suitable track 
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across the lands between the machine shop and new engine house, for 
a convenient junction of the Northampton and Springfield Rail-i^ad 
with the Hartford and Springfield Rail-road; and a second track ther3- 
for whenever the business of those two companies shall render it ne- 
cessary ; and will permit the use of the same by the party of the second 
part for the transit of trains, cars and engines thereon. 

Fifth. And it is mutually agreed by the parties, that the agen'3 
and men of the party of the second part, when on any part of the prem- 
ises of the party of the first part, shall be subject to the orders of the 
officers of the said party of the first part, and to the general regula- 
tions established for the government of their own men and the police 
of their grounds. 

And the said party of the second part, in consideration of the agree- 
menst aforesaid, hereby agree with the said party of the first part, as 
follows : 

Sixth, That they will waive end release to the party of the first 
part, all rights acquired by any past or future location of their road 
across lands of said party of the first part, to and across the estate of 
the American House, and thence to and upon the east side of Main 
street, and will convey to said party of the first part, on demand, by 
proper instruments, any such rights of location across their lands, on 
a line connecting with the Hartford road, subject to the above provis- 
ion, in the fourth article, for a convenient junction of those two roads, 
and the use of the tracks therefor. 

Seventh. That they will pay to the party of the first part an equita- 
ble share of the expenses and cost of the enlargements specified in the 
second article above, when completed ; and also of other costs and ex- 
penses incurred for their accommodation with their consent heretofore 
or hereafter, not including the track laid from the depot yard north of 
the passenger house to and across Main street. Such equitable shares 
to be determined in proportion to the accommodations afforded to both 
companies. 

Eighth. In case of disagreement between the parties as to the 
equitable share to be paid, as provided in the third and seventh articles 
above, the said difference or differences shall, from time to time, as they 
occur, be lefl to the decision of three arbitrators, mutually chosen, 
whose award shall be bindinor.

The operations of the road have been attended with no casualties of 
importance. 

Confiding in the integrity and honor of the government, from which 
this company derives its chartered powers, for the security of the prop- 
erty which has been invested in this road, and desirous of meeting the 
wishes of the travelling public, the directors reduced the fares in April 
last, about twenty per cent. Following out this course, it will be the 
policy of this company to give to the community, either in increased 
security, or more ample accommodation, or in reduced fares, whatever 
advantage it may hereafter derive from any increase in its business or 
decrease of its expenses. In accordance with these views, a double 
track will be completed between Boston and Salem as soon as the iron 
rails can be procured, the whole distance being graded for that par- 
pose. 
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To extend the facilities of rail-road comnranieation lo the extreme 
point of the northern shore of Massachnsetts Bay, the company are now 
actively engaged in constructing a branch to Gloucester, nnder the char- 
ter granted therefor by the last Legislature. Similar means of opening 
the advantages of this road to the towns in its immediate proximity, 
will, undoubtedly occur, without interfering with the rights of other 
parties ; and should it appear to be the policy of the State to encour- 
age such enterprises, the Eastern Rail-road Company will be willing 
to do their full share in carrying it into execution.

The road was opened for use to Fitchburg on the fifth day of March 
last, and has been run since that time without interruption. 

The substantial stone depots at Fitchburg have been completed ; the 
passenger depot is 200 feet long, and 52 feet wide ; the freight depot 
is 250 feet long, and 52 wide. 

In August last, the Directors negotiated with the stockholders of the 
Charlestown Branch Rail-road, for a lease of their road, or for a pur- 
chase of the same, at eighty-six dollars per share, which was subse- 
quently ratified by the stockholders of this company, since which the 
Directors have voted to purchase on the terms of the contract, and to 
create new stock, for that and other purposes. For a copy of the con- 
tract, they refer you to the report of the Charlestown Branch Rail-road 
Company, January, 1846. They would further state, that during the 
past year, they have purchased the estates known as Dutton's and 
Thompson's wharves, situated between their depots and the Warren 
Bridge, a portion of which they have filled up, and on the remainder 
they have erected a substantial wharf, the timbers of which are laid 
below high-water level, and covered with mud from the fiats, with a 
surface of good gravel. They have likewise completed the second 
track for five miles from Charlestown, and are now using it for the pas- 
sage of the freight trains, and when the straightening at the Lowell 
Rail-road is completed, it will be used by the passenger trains likewise. 

A contract has been made for filling up all the remaining fiats be- 
longing to the company, at favorable rates, to be completed within

There are ninety-eight planes on the road, twenty-seven of which 
are level, and seventy-one of which are inclined from 2 k) to 40 feet 
per mile, which is the maximum grade, and occurs in four instances, 
being in the aggregate 5 ^ miles.

purpose, in consequence of the increased and increasing business over 
the road, voted to construct over their road from its junction with the 
Concord, to its union with the Boston and Lowell road at Lowell. 
This improvement was considered of great public utility, in view, not 
only of the safety and facility of the present business of the road, but 
almost indispensable in regard to the extension of this line of road to 
the North, which, since that time, has been put under contract, and is 
now in process of construction. Our second track not being entirely 
completed at the time of making up this report, and of course being 
unable to give the total amount of expenditure thereon, we reserve 
that for our next annual report.

To the Legislature : 

Th£ capital stock of the Pittsfield and North Adams Rail-road Cor- 
poration was suhscribed, and the corporation was organized on the 

day of December, 1845, by the choice of the following persons as 
Directors, viz., George Bliss of Springfield, William E. Brayton of 
North Adamsi James Arnold of New Bedford, Josiah Quincy, Jr. of 
Boston, Ellis Gray Loring of Boston. 

At a subsequent meeting of directors, George Bliss was chosen 
President ; Ellis Gray Loring, Clerk ; Josiah QuiiiGY, Jr., Trea- 
surer ; and George Bliss, William Jackson and Robert Campbell, 
Executive Committee. 

The road has been located by a line deflecting from the Western 
Rail-road, at a point about two miles easterly of the Pittsfield station, 
and passing northerly up a branch of the Housatonic River and down a 
branch of the Hoosac, through the east part of Lanesboro^ ; and near 
the village of Cheshire, through the village of South Adams to its ter- 
mination in the village of North Adams, at a point favorable for its 
future extension to the line of Vermont in the direction towaid Ben- 
nington. Its length to North Adams is about 18^ miles. 

The grading, bridging, masonry, fencing, and the superstructure, 
and its materials, excepting the iron rails, have been put under con- 
tract ; the grading has been commenced, and the road will be ready 
for the rails by the 15th of July next ; and if favorable arrangements 
can be made for the rails, it is expected that the road may be opened 



k 
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for use in all the month of September. The land damages are now 
in process of adjustment. 

An assessment of ten dollars per share was laid on the 18tli day of 
December last, with liberty to any stockholder, in anticipation of future 
assessments, to pay in the whole or any part thereof, and there had 
been paid thereon, on December 31st» the sum of $81,100. The 
whole expenditures up to that date were, for engineering, $2,103 30.' 

The stock of the road was subscribed under a preliminary contract 
with the Western Rail-road Corporation, that the road should be con- 
structed under their direction and supervision, and be leased to that 
corporation by a contract of transportation for thirty years, at an 
annual rent e<)ua1 to six per cent, upon the cost thereof, payable semi- 
annually ; the said corporation at that time to purchase the road at its 
cost, or take a new lease thereof, for a further period of 99 years, at 
a rent not exceeding five per cent, on its cost/ at its election, the road 
to be run by said corporation as a branch of their road. This con- 
tract of transportation has been perfected, and a copy thereof is hereto 
annexed. 

This road is designed as the commencement of a long line of rail- 
road communication to be extended northerly through Williamstown 
into Vermont, and through Bennington, Manchester and Eutland, to 
Burlington, passing along the entire valley of Western Vermont. A 
survey has recently been made from North Adams to Bennington, 
about 18 miles, aiid the line has been found to be favorable. The 
estimated cost of construction is about $20,000 per mile. A peti- 
tion is pending in the Legislature for a charter, with authority to 
construct the same from North Adams to the line of Vermont, then to 
be united with a road from Rutland through Bennington to the same 
point, which has recently been chartered by the Legislature of Ver- 
mont, under the title of '* The Western Vermont Eail-road Company." 
The preliminary surveys for this line, between Bennington and Rut- 
land, are now in progress. The route has been examined, and the 
engineer represents that there is not in all New England one more 
favorable as to grades and cost of construction, $20,000 per mile 
being the maximum. 

At Rutland, the proposed route meets the route of the Champlain 
and Connecticut River Road, chartered and surveyed from Burlington, 
through Vergennes and Rutland to Bellows Falls, with authority to 
make the whole, or any part of it, and for which about $1,000,000 
.has been subscribed. 
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The attention of the subscribers to this route, and of the whole bu^i* 
ness community of the valley west of the Green Mountains, has re* 
cently been called to this continuous line between Burlington and 
Pittsfield, as being of easy and cheap construction, and as affording 
the inhabitants of that rich and flourishing district a convenient tran* 
sit, with a choice of markets — east, west, or south ; and the friends of 
the Pittsfield and North Adams Road anticipate, at no distant daji a 
large accession of business from this source.

And the said party of the second 
part hereby further covenant and agree, that they will provide and pay 
over to the party of ihe first part, the funds necessary for the con- 
struction of the said Pittsfield and North Adams Rail-road, and for the 
buildings and fixtures therefor, in good order for convenient use, as 
fast as the same are needed, and as from time to time requested by the 
said party of the first part, and if the said party of the first part shall

The Directors of the Providence and Worcester Rail-road Company 
respectfully submit their first report of their acts and doings, from the 
organization of the corporation, to the first day of January, 1846. 

After much effort used by the citizens of Providence and other places 
Interested ipi the construotion of a Railroad, connoting the ci^ of 
ftoyidmce with Worcester and die '< Great Wesl^" the amooint of the 
capital stock requuwd hy the charter granted by the .L eg is l a tu re of 
Rhode Islandi was subscribed, viz. : one million of dollars. Of this 
sum, nearly nine-teaths was subscribed by citizens of Rhode Island. 

Soon after the subscription of the stock, the ^wiipaDy was duly or- 
ganized under the said charter, and immediate steps were taken to have 
thtt wiork otfttmenced. 

A company having been chartered by the Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, for the purpose of constructing that part of the projected route, 
which is in that State, was also, under its charter, duly organized. 

Means were taken by these two companies, in accordance with the 
mutual provisions of their charters, to form one company, under the 
name of the " Providence and Worcester Rail-road Company ;*' — this 
union was perfected, according to law, on the twenty-fiflh day of No- 
vember last, and the new company, formed out of the two chartered 
by the separate States, was, on that day, duly organized, by the ap- 
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pointment of directors, and the pMsage of »ueh by-laws^ m tbo joint 
stockholders deemed necessary for the transaction of the business. 

On the flame day^ th^ directors duly organized their Board, by the 
election of Alexander Donemi as Prenideat, Isaac Brown as Treasurer, 
and Allen O. Peck as Clerk. 

The capital stock of th^t portion of the company which was char- 
tered by the Legislature of Mttssachaseits, being by the charter to be 
fixed at such amount as the directors should determine, but not to ex- 
ceed one million of dollars ; and the Board of Directors of that com- 
pany having determined that one thousand shares, of one hundred dol« 
lars each, should, for the present, constitute its capital, the same was 
confirmed by the joint corporation, which makes the capital of the joint 
corporation, now, eleven hundred thousand dollars, all of which had 
been subscribed, making a list of stockholders exceeding in number 
one thousand. 

The board can say but little, as yet, as to the progress they have 
made in their work, as the time of the agents of the company has 
been entirely occupied io determining on the best location of the road 
throughout its length, and in makings in all cases where it is practica* 
ble, amicable settlement of the right of way ; with these matters they 
are still actively engaged. 

An assessment of ten dollars per share was called by the directors, 
and made payable on the fiirst day of December last, which has been 
very generally paid by the stockholders.

The Directors of the Vermont and Massachusetts Rail-road Cmnpany 
respectfully submit tlieir Second Annual Report of their acts and 
doings, receipts and expenditures, during the year ending the Slst 
Dec, 1845.

The Directors, in their last Annual Report, intimated that measares 
had been taken preparatory to placing some portion of their road un- 
der contract, and to break ground as early as might be practicable. 
They are able to report, that, during the past season, they have been 
engaged in constructing the road, and that they now have in their em- 
ploy about twelve hundred men actively carrying forward the work. 
All the line from the Fitchburg Rail-road to Athol, (with the excep- 
tion of that portion which is between the points of divergence of the 
respective routes through Winchendon and Baldwinsville,) has been 
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put under contract and is in the process of construction, and thorough 
sunrejs ha^e been made of our entire line. The directors, impressed 
with the conviction, that a sound eccmomy, no less than a due regard 
to the interests of ihe public and of the company, required the exer- 
cise of great skill and care in the examination and location of so im- 
portant an avenue to the States of New Hampshire and Vermont, and 
to the great valley of the Connecticut River, overcoming, as it will, 
the ranges of hills which constitute the summit between the Atlantic 
and such river, felt themselves justified in securing, for permanent 
engineers, gentlemen highly recommended, and of known skill and in« 
tegrity. They have also, from time to time, consulted and employed 
other gentlemen of greater practical experience, under whose advice, 
and by the aid of whose labors, this board have conscientiously en- 
deavored to give a proper direction to the line of their road. The 
company have already paid the sum of $11,355 57, for preliminary 
surveys and engineering, which, with but one or two exceptions, the 
directors believe has been profitably expended. And, although this 
company have been extreinely desirous of placing the whole line east 
of Athol under contract, and are suffering loss from delay in pursuing 
the work ; yet, for reasons which will hereafter appear, they have care- 
fully confined their operations within the limits above mentioned, lest 
it might be deemed an assumption of power, under doubts which were 
suggested as to their legal right, to run their road through the village 
of Winchendon, which, in the opinion of our engineers and of this 
board, was the true and proper line. 

Since the charter of this company was granted, and since their last 
annual report was made, the Legislature have been asked to incorpo- 
rate another company, for the purpose of constructing a road, in con- 
junction with the Cheshire Rail-road Company, from the road of the 
Vermont and Massachusetts Rail-road Company, passing through the 
village of Winchendon. Against so much of this new line as was 
between said village of Winchendon and the originally chartered line 
of our company, the directors of the Vermont and Massachusetts 
Railrroad Company respectfully remonstrated, and their remonstrance 
was so far regarded by the Legislature, that, in the Act entitled '* An 
Act to establish the Winchendon Rail-ro{id Corporation," it was pro- 
vided that '' the said corporation (was theteby) authorized and em- 
powered to locate, construct, and finally complete a rail-road," &rc., 
V* from some convenient point at the southern boundary of the State 
of New Hampshire," d&c. d&c , ^' to some convenient point, at or near 
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Winohebdon rillage or WaterriUe villtgne in said town of Wincbta- 
don, or in either of the towns of Royalston or Templeton or Gardner, 
upon the rail*road which nuiy hereafter be constructed by the Vermont 
and Massachusetts Rail-road Company," '' with liberty to enter with said 
rail-road upon said Vermont and Massachusetts Rail-road, at either of 
the points aforesaid," d&c. *' And provided further^ that if said Ver- 
mont and Massachusetts Rail-road Company shall noi^ within two years 
from the first day of April (then) next, locate and construct their rail- 
road from the Fitchburg Rail*road in Fitchburg, through Winehendon 
village, to their chartisred line in Royalston, then said Winehendon 
Rail-road Corporation are (thereby) authorized and empowered to lo- 
cate, construct and extend their road through said Winehendon, to 
some convenient point upon the said Vermont and Massachnsetts Rail- 
road in the town of Ashbumham," &.c. &c. 

And the Legislature further, upon the petition of this company, en- 
acted that '^ so much of .the 3d section of an Act, entitled An Act to 
incorporate the Vermont and Massachusetts Rail-road Company, 
passed March 15th, 1844, as provides that if said company shall not 
complete their road from the termination of the Fitchburg Rail-road 
as far as Baldwinsville, within three years from the date of said Act, 
[was thereby] repealed ; provided any section of their road between 
Fitchburg and Athol, shall be completed within said three years of like 
extent." 

Which Act was unanimously accepted at a meeting of this company, 
called for the purpose, and held on the 19th day of August last : the 
stockholders of this company having previously, at their annual meet- 
ing, held Feb. 12, 1845, approved of the course taken by their direc- 
tors in petitioning therefor. 

But doubts were suggested and urged upon the consideration of the 
directors, as to the extent of power conferred by the Acts aforesaid 
upon this company, -and as to the effect thereof, upon the stockholders 
of this company. And, as the directors conceived that, independent 
of any such enactments, the County Commissioners of the County of 
Worcester, where the lines were situate, might, under their general 
power, and would, probably, give their consent to the same line, con- 
templated in such acts, it was deemed expedient to make application 
to them for the purpose. But we regret to say, that such application 
was not successful, and rather than to appear to be acting there in any 
case of doubt, this company (although it has purchased at extremely 
low prices,) and now owns all (or nearly all) the land necessary on that 
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lilie for ihbir road-bed, tind suppose, therefore, that thej mighty without 
great hazard, operate thereon, have acrupuloualy abstained from any 
work upon ground without the limits of their original charter, and 
ha¥e applied to the present Legislature for a further and confirmatory 
Act, expressly recognizing their power to adopt the Winchendon line, 
which, under all the circumstances of the case, we think most advisa- 
ble for the company. 

J%6 location of the road from Fitchhurg to the summit in Ashhum' 
ham, has been a source of great study and examination — and its im- 
portance has not been overlooked by the directors. 

This being the trunk out of which will extend roads to the great 
freight regions of the Connecticut and Deerfield Rivers — to eastern 
and western Vermont also, and probably to Lake Champlain and 
Canada-^and there being, on our whole line, no portion of road des- 
tined to harder service, and none having so high a grade as must be 
here required, much time and pains have been taken, not only to as- 
certain the lowest summit but also to distribute the grades as uniformly 
and advantageously as possible, down to Fitchhurg, and at the same 
time to avoid, so far as practicable, that great enemy of rail-roads, 
'^ water," a large reservoir of which exists near the summit in Ash- 
burnham. 

For some time it was supposed that no passage across the broken 
region which divides the Nashua and the Miller's River, could be ob- 
tained at any less grade than 60 feet to the mile. But after carefully 
running lateral trial lines, for the purpose of ascertaining where the 
lowest summit could be found, it became apparent that, by making a 
heavy cut east of that summit, the road could be let down to a grade 
of about 55 feet to the mile, and lay much more naturally upon the 
surface of the earth, and with less embankment than before, and that, 
with the exception of places for depot accommodations, a uniform 
grade of about 55 feet to the mile could be adopted from the com- 
mencement of our road to its highest elevation, and that the reservoir 
could remain undisturbed. The advantages to the line below and east 
of the summit, in the judgment of gentlemen skilled in such matters, 
warrant this expense — and our road has been thus far constructed or 
is being constructed accordingly. And the directors are happy to state 
that this cut, which is now in part completed, has proved more favora- 
ble than was anticipated when authorized by this board. 

Between the summit in Ashburnham and the original chartered line 
in South Royalston, where the same is now in the hands of contrac- 
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tors, should the line through Winchendon Village be adopted, the 
rail-road can be graded, as is estimated, in about four months' time, 
and at a cost not exceeding #3000 per mile— -or for a sum less than 
seyeral county roads in that vicinity have required. And our cars 
may be running to Athol before the next session of the Legislature ; 
and in the summer following to Vermont ; a portion of the line b^ 
yond Athol being now contracted for.

— Besides this, there is claimed of the Boston and Worcester 
Company for excess of charges by them for business of this company, 
a sum estimated at 1130,000^ as earned the last 8} months of the year. 

The company have also received, on now making up the accounts for 
sales of 3,266 shares of stock, the sum of ¥31,973 50, which is an 
advance above their cost. In the report of last year, this anticipated 
advance was inadvertently put down as capital available for construc- 
tion. But the treasurer having, in past years, paid from the income of 
the road^ interest on money borrowed on a pledge of these shares, to 
an amount greater than the advance now realized — holding the shares 
for an advance, because the money could not then be realized on them ;

The following tables present sundry yearly statistics of the passen- 
ger and merchandise traffic ; and also the amount of joint merchandise 
business or that passing upon the whole, or parts, of both the Western 
and Worcester roads, and the division of the receipts therefor between 
the two companies. 
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As will appear by reference to a preceding table^ the sum of 965,- 
126 83 has been expended on construction account the past year. 
Nearly half of this was for additional lands required at the different 
stations, and for a freight house for the joint use of this and the Hart- 
ford and Northampton companies, at Springfield. The balance was 
on account of an engine, and for the grading of station lands, and va- 
rious additions to buildings and fixtures on the whole line. At the 
West field station, a new and commodious passenger house has been 
erected, the grounds have been enlarged and graded, and other im- 
provements made and additional freight houses have been built at 
Warren, and East BrookBeld. 

One eight-wheeled passenger engine of 15 tons, built by Hinckley 
& Drury, has been added during the year. This makes the supply 
33 engines, and equal to 734 four-wheeled merchandise cars. 

The supply, particularly of merchandise cars, has been found inade- 
quate to the increasing business, and the board have recently ordered 
4 |,heavy freight engines, 90 eight-wheeled merchandise cars, and 3 
long first class passenger cars. In the press of business at East Albany 
during the last autumn, many boat loads of flour and other merchan- 
dise, were refused, and turned into other channels, for the want of 
cars in which to transport them ; and this, although a night freight 
train was kept constantly running. 

Considerable expenditures will be necessary the coming year for the 
further enlargement of buildings and other accommodations, at the 
stations of the greatest business. The erection of buildings for tem- 
porary storage of produce and merchandise at East Albany, would af- 
ford great convenience at that station, and give a capacity to do a 
much larger business, and with greater economy. It would give pro- 
tection to property, which must be taken promptly from the boats, and 
need not be sent forward, but at the convenience of the company. 

The contemplated joint freight house at Springfield will also require 
considerable expenditure at that station. 

Largely increased accommodations are indispensable at the Palmer 
station, and the board during the year authorized these to be made, 
and also some changes at West Brook field. Very strenuous efforts 
were made to command the necessary room for the additional build- 
ings at Palmer. For this purpose, it was indispensable to alter a high- 
way which crossed the grounds at the grade of the road, so far as to 
carry it over the rail-road by a convenient bridge. The corporation 
proposed to pay the whole expense ; and the entire population, with 
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one exeeption, approved the change. Bat a majority of the county 
commissioners refused to allow it, on the ground that it was more eon' 
vementfor the public to cross the raU'road at the same grade ^ than on 
a bridge. At present, the highway is frequently and necessarily ob- 
structed by the trains standing across it, and prosecutions are threaten- 
ed, as for a nuisance. Under these circumstances, as there is no ap- 
pellate tribunal to apply to, unless a remedy is provided by law, there 
seems no way to accommodate the increasing business, or to avoid 
prosecutions, but to remove the station to another place, at great ex- 
pense and sacrifice. 

The improvements designed at the West Brookfield station will 
probably be carried out the present year. 

In the course of last autumn, the Pittsfield and North Adams Rail- 
road Corporation has been organized, the requisite capital has been 
subscribed, and the road located and put under contract for grading. 
The work is in progress, and it is believed that the road-bed will be 
ready for the rails by the 15th day of July next ; and that, if these are 
provided, the road may be opened for use in the month of September 
next. 

This road is about 18} miles long, and connects with the Western 
road about two miles east of the Pittsfield station. The subscription 
has been made by the stockholders of the Pittsfield and North Adams 
Rail-road Corporation, in pursuance of a preliminary agreement with 
this company, that the road shall be built by the latter with funds pro- 
vided by the former, and that this company will take a lease of the 
same, and will run it, under a contract of transportation, for thirty 
years,-paying, as a rent, six per cent, annually, upon its cost ; with a 
provision that, at the end of that term, this corporation shall either buy 
the road, and its franchise and property at cost, or take a new lease 
thereof for a further term of 99 years, at a rent not exceeding 5 per 
cent, annually. In order to secure this company against any deficien- 
cy of income to pay the rents for the first ten years, a deposit has been 
made with the treasurer, by gentlemen at Adams, which is deemed ad- 
equate for the purpose. A permanent contract of transportation, to 
carry into effect these provisions, has been executed by the parties, a 
copy of which is annexed. 

It is confidently anticipated by the friends of this road, that the 
business upon it will soon be sufficient to pay the stipulated rent, and 
as it will bring a new and large traffic from a great manufacturing dis- 
trict, to pass much longer distances upon the Western road, the latter 
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will doubtless derive a large accession of income from this source^ at 
least sufficient to compensate the corporation for any chance. of a defi- 
ciency of income upon the branch itself. Public attention has been 
recently drawn to the subject of the extension of this line northward 
to Bennington, and thence through the rich valley of Western Vermont, 
by way of Rutland to Burlington. Several enthusiastic meetings have 
been held upon the line in reference to such an enterprise, and the 
stockholders in the Western Railroad are appealed to with earnest- 
ness, for their countenance, and efficient aid in the matter ; and it is 
hoped that they will, individually, improve an early opportunity to res- 
pond to this call. 

The Connecticut River Rail-road has been opened to Northampton, 
and the work from thence to Greenfield is in progress, with a promise 
that the whole road to that point will be in operation before the close 
of this year. This line will bring a valuable accession of business to 
the Western Road. 

The undersigned regret that the differences between this corporation 
and the Worcester Company, have not been adjusted the last year, 
either by agreement of the parties, or the proposed union o^ the two 
roads. The laws of the last session required that company to do 
upon their road the business of this corporation, for a compensation 
to be fixed by commissioners, to be appointed by the Supreme Court. 
That company having declined to do that business at rates deemed 
reasonable by the undersigned, application was made to the court for 
the appointment of commissioners to define the same. But so many 
questions were raised, and so much delay has been interposed, that 
there is little prospect of any relief in the premises for a series of 
years ; and, as it may be contended that the decision of commission- 
ers, if ever appointed, cannot be retroactive in its operation, a petition 
has been presented, and is pending before a joint committee of the 
Legislature, praying the Legislature itself, at the present session, to 
provide a remedy for the grievances complained of. 

This request is made under those provisions of the respective char- 
ters, which secure to this corporation the beneficial use of the Wor- 
cester road, " ai such a rate of toll as the Legislature may, from time 
to time, prescribe" 

As it has been contended that this discretionary power cannot prop- 
erly be delegated to commissioners, the undersigned rely with great 
confidence upon the justice of the Legislature, to relieve the corpora- 
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tion from a troublesome and expensive suit at law, and to furnish them 
with speedy and effectual redress.

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This iodentare and contract of transportatioD, made this thirtieth 
day of January, in the year one thousand eight hundred and forty-six, 
by and between the Western Rail-road Corporation, of the first part, 
and the Pittsfield and North Adams Railroad Corporation, of the 
second part, witnesseth. 

That whereas it is agreed, by and between the parties hereto, that 
the party of the first part shall construct and finish the Pittsfield and 
North Adams Rail-road, in the name and under the charter of the 
party of the second part, with funds to be provided by the said party 
of the second part, and that the same shall be leased to and run by 
the party of the first part, for the time and upon the terms hereinafter 
set forth :-^Now, therefore, the said party of the second part, in con- 
sideration of the premises, and of the covenants of the party of the 
first part, hereinaft^ contained, as well as of ten dollars, paid by said 
party of the first part, do, by these presents, grant, lease and demise, 
unto the said party of the first part, their successors and assigns, the 
whole of the said Pittsfield and North Adams Rail-road, extending, 
firom its junction with the Western Rail-road, to its northern termina- 
tion in the village of North Adams, as the same is now located, or 
shall be hereafter located and constructed, together with all the lands, 
depots, buildings, tracks, fixtures, property, rights, privileges and fran- 
chises, thereto appertaining or belonging, or which may hereafter be 
procured or purchased by, or be granted, appertain or belong to the

The corporation was organized on the 25th day of June, 1845, pur- 
suant to the act of incorporation, by the choice of thirteen directors, 
and the adoption of a code of by-laws. 

The Board of Directors was organized July 2d, 1645, by the chdice 
of a President, a Clerk pro tem., a Treasurer, an Engineer, and an 
Executive Committee consisting of three members.

March 18th, Jannes Hagar, a fireman, in the employ of the corporation, fell from 
the engine while the train was in motion, and was killed. 

April 10th, Clifibrd sustained a fracture of a leg, in attempting to cross the 

track in front of an approaching, engine. 

April 16th, Abraham Hodgsdon stepped upon the track when the train was 
within a few feet of him, and was killed.

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FIFTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 



OF THE 



BOSTON AND WORCESTER R. ROAD CORPORATION. 



To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives i 

The Directors of the Boston add Worcester Eail-road respectfully submit the 
Fifteenth Annual Report of their proceedings, in compliance with the requisitions 
of their charter. 

The business of the road has been successfully prosecuted during the year with- 
out interruption and without serious accident. There has been a large increase id 
the transport of passengers and of merchandise, compared with that of the most pro- 
ductive of the preceding years. Five passenger trains and two or more freight 
trains have run in each direction daily/ except on Sundays, over the whole road, 
and an equal number of additional passenger trains have run, over the part of the 
road which terminates in the city. The frequency, regularity and rapidity of the 
trains, with their safety and convenience, and the moderate rates of charge for pas- 
sage and freight, are such as to command a large amount of public patronage, and^ 
at the same time, decided expressions of the public approbation. The power ob- 
tained from this, and other works of a similar character, of rapid and easy commu- 
nication from the centre to the extremities of the State, has become one of the main 
elements of the public prosperity. The directors, as trustees both for tl^e public and 
for the large number of stockholders of this corporation, on the occasion of present- 
ing their annual statement exhibiting the successftrl operations of the road, feel jus- 
tified in thus alluding to its public benefits, for the purpose of reminding the Legis- 
lature that, while the projectors of these very expensive works have realized their 
hope of a fair income from the capital invested in them, which constituted one of the 
motives for soliciting the authority of the Legislature to undertake them, so also the 
expectation of benefit to the public, in promoting, in various ways, the welfare af 
the Commonwealth, which constituted another and a stronger motive, has been even 
more signally realissed. The corporations established for these purposes, with a lib- 
eral grant of powers from the Legislature, have accomplished all, and more than all, 
which they promised for the public benefit, as the inducements for the grant of these 
powers. 

This corporation is authorized, by an act in addition to its charter, for the greater 
accommodation of persons residing near the route of their rail-road, to construct 
branch rail-roads to any part of the towns through which the main road passes, or 
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of the towns adjoining. In pursuance of this authority, the corporationi in the year 
1838, in compliance with the request of the inhabitants of Milibury, constructed a 
branch rail-road, which is a little more than three miles in length, leading to that 
town. 

In the year 1845, on the application of the inhabitants of Saxonville, the directors 
commenced the construction of a branch, four miles in length, leading from Natick 
to that place. This branch was completed in the following year, and it has heeh 
since in regular use. In the year which has just passed, on the application of the 
inhabitants of Newton Lower Falls, the directors caused a branch rail -road to be 
constructed, leading along the valley of Charles River to that place, which has been 
recently completed, and regular passenger trains now run between Boston and the 
Lower Falls village. 

Early in the same year, the directors received an urgent application, from a large 
number of the inhabitants of Holliston, M ilford, and some of the adjoining towns, to 
build a branch rail-road leading to those towns. The length of the route here pro- 
posed is about twelve miles, and the heavy cost which it will involve demanded of 
the directors a deliberate consideration of the proposition, before they decided upon 
it. On full examination of the question, having ascertained that a favorable route 
could be obtained,— that a large and thriving population were in want of the accom- 
modation, and that they came directly within the scope of the provision in the ad- 
ditional act above referred to, — finding, also, that the branch might be advantage- 
ously extended to the towns of Mendon, Blackstone and Woonsocket, in case the 
Legislature should authorize it to be done, — they resolved on undertaking it. A 
branch road was accordingly definitively located, passing through a part of the towns 
of Sherburne and Ashland, and the centre of Holliston, and terminating near the 
centre of Milford. All parts of the line are now under contract for grading and 
masonry, and it is intended that the road shall be completed within the ensuing sum- 
mer. Although there is no reason to anticipate that the increased business which 
will be afforded by the branch will, for the present, afford a full remuneration for 
the additional expenditure required, it was believed hy the directors, to be for the 
interest of the corporation, to give this proof of its disposition to extend the benefits 
of their road to all persons who can reasonably demand accommodation from it, 
within the limits of the authority granted to them. 

At the period of the commencement of the Saxonville branch, the directors were 
requested, by the inhabitants of the central village of Framingham, to extend the 
branch to that place. Af\er a careful examination of the question, with the aid of 
the necessary surveys, they declined it, on the ground that, in their opinion, the 
inhabitants of the central village might be more effectually accommodated, by means 
of a shorter and less expensive branch, leading directly from the convenient and 
central station of the main road, at South Framingham, where it would connect with 
the trains running in each direction, than by the proposed circuitous branch leading 
from Natick through Saxonville, and over ground less favorable. They, therefore, 
expressed a willingness to build the direct branch, in case it should be requested, 
but declined building the other. No such request has yet been made ; but, on a re- 
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cent application of a number of the inhabitants of the village, the questioa of tho 
best mode of affording them the accommodation which they require, is now undergo- 
ing a revision, by the aid of further surveys, with a view to a decision upon it early 
in the ensuing season. 

With a view to tho adoption of a more convenient mode of uniting this road, at 
Worcester, with tho Western, and Norwich and Worcester rail-roads, and also of 
establishing a connection between each of these roads and the Providence and Wor^ 
cester, as well as the Nashua and Worcester roads, which arq now in progress of 
construction, at a central point in tho town of Worcester, by means of stations io the 
vicinity of one another, or by one station for the accommodation of the five rail- 
roads, the directors, in pursuance of an informal understanding, between them and 
the directors of each of those roads, have taken the initiatory measures for the ao- 
complishment of this object. To facilitate the execution of this purpose, the inhab- 
itants of Worcester, by a resolution passed with great unanimity in town meeting, 
have authorized a material alteration of two of the streets, in a central part of the 
town, near the present passenger-station of this and the Norwich and Worcester 
roads. The directors hope, in return for this obliging compliance of the town with 
their request, to be able to carry into efisct an arrangement, which will as effectually 
promote the public convenience, as it will the advantage of the several corporation^ 
whose roads will thus be united at a single point, and in a central and the best* 
adapted part of the town. For accomplishing this object in the manner proposed, 
it will be necessary to erect a new building, of suiHcicnt dimensions to contain, ia 
distinct apartments, the local trains of the several roads, as well as the trains which 
may pass through on the principal routes, and also to afford suitable accommodations 
for passengers leaving or about to enter the 'respective trains* For the completion 
of this arrangement, the concurrence and cooperation of the five corporations will, 
of course, be required. 

Since the date of the last annual report, an agreement has been made, with the 
Directors of tlie Western Rail-road Corporation, for the adjustment of all matters in 
controversy between the two corporations, which were referred to, in that and io 
former annual reports. As a condition of this agreement, the petition of that corpo* 
ration, which was presented to the Legislature at its lost session, praying for its in- 
terposition in the support of certain claims resisted by this corporation, and also a 
petition of the said corporation, which was pending in the Supreme Judicial Court, 
for the appointment of commissioners to determine rates of compensation for the 
transportation of passengers and frc^ight, were both withdrawn. The agreement if 
founded on the principle, that the twp corporations possess equal powers and rights 
under their respective charters, and it adopts regulations for the conducting of the 
joint business, and rules for the partition of the passage*fares and freight, earned on 
the joint line of transportation, which we^e mutually satisfactory to the directors of 
the two roads, the latter taking effect from the commencement of the fiscal year 
then begun. Under these rules and regulations, the joint business has been succes»- 
fully conducted during the past year ; and it is believed that they havo had the effect 
jkot only of sustaining all the just rights, but qf promoting, ii^ 4 ve|y satisfactory 
manner, the interests of both corporations. 
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Tbe liireetors have persevered in Ibe purpose of substUuting for the old rail of the 
first track, which was laid <kNwo io IdSdy 1834 and 1835, aod was of a weight of 49 
lbs. per yard* a jmuch Sitronger rail, weighing 63 lbs. per yard, and corresponding, 
in weight and forai, with that of which tbe second track of this road is constructed. 
This measure had become jaecessary, or highly expedient, in consequence of the 
great weight of the engines and cars lately introduced upon the road.. The passen- 
ger and freight engines now principally used, and adapted to the dimensions of the 
trains now transported, are of nearly double the weight, of those which were required 
on the first opening of the road. At an early period of the last season, thirteen 
miles of the improved track had been laid, and, during the subsequent part of the 
year, eleven hundred tons of Tails, — a quantity sullicient for eleven additional miles 
of track, — ^were imported, for the purpose of being immediately laid down. The 
establishment of the new tariff of duties, by which a reduction was made of about 
ten dollars a ton in the duty on rail-road iron entered after the first of December, 
ofiered a sufficient inducement for making a deposit of the iron in the custom-house 
stores, until after that date. This caused a delay m the laying down of these rails ; 
but, the necessary preparation having been previpusly made, by the removal of the 
old rails and the supply of gravel for the improvement of the road-bed where neces* 
sary, the w<>rk has been prosecuted, under some disadvantages, during the winter. 
Tliis work i^ not yet finished. An additional quantity of 900 tons of heavy rails 
has been contracted for in England, to be delivered early in the next summer. 
This will be sufiicient, with what is now on hand, to complete the improved track, 
with the heavy rails, for a length of 33 miles, leaving but 11 or 12 miles to be com« 
pleted in another year. The old rail is of sufficient strength for light engines and 
loads, and is well adapted for the branch roads, oa which heavy engines are not re- 
quired. 

The subjoined statement contains the items of information required by law, to be 
embraced in the annual return, so far as they are exhibited by the books of the cor- 
poration. The details of expenditure in the construction and equipment of the road, 
as chargod in the hooks, have not been entered under so many distinct heads of ac- 
count as are specified in the recent act of the Legislature. The cost is therefore 
stated, in the annexed schedule, under a classification conforming with that under 
which the books of account have been kept. 

In the returns also of current expenses, a slight departure from the form pre- 
scribed in the printed schedule has been rendered necessary, from the manner in 
which these expenditures are charged in the books. Under the several heads of 
repairs, whether of road*bridges, engines or cars, are entered all expenditures not 
only for repairs strictly speaking, but lor new constructions, improvements, or addi- 
tions ; unless the additions so made exceed in value the deterioration of the property 
under that head, beyond the amount which represents it in the general stock ; in 
which case, the excess is charged to the appropriate head of the general account, 
and the residue to repairs. For this purpose, an estimate is made, as nearly as is 
pracUcable, before the closing of each year's accounts, of the property under each 
head of account, and of the amount of depreciation beyond the repairs, in compari- 
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son with the additions. The several heads of current expenditures for repairs, there- 
fore, in all cases, include additions to the stock under the above limitation. 

As the items embraced in the prescribed form of return do not embrace all the 
descriptions of property of the corporation, so as to exhibit the balance of its assets 
and liabilities, the following recapitulation, embracing the additional items, is sub- 
joined, viz : —

To the Honorable Senate and House of Represmtatives of the Commonwealth of 

Massachusetts^ in General Court assembled : 

The Directors of the Cape Cod Branch' Sail-road Company hereby make their 
First Report of their acts and doings, receipts and expenditures. 

Soon after the grant of the charter, in April last, efficient measures were adopted 
to secure a subscription to the capiial stock, and, notwithstanding the depression of 
stocks, occasioned by the war, and other causes, during the past year, which has 
retarded the progress of many lines, the directors have the satisfaction to inform 
you, that the iipportance and resources of this route ajre so well apprecialed, that no 
less than three thousand and sixty shares are now subscribed, and registered on the 
books of the treasurer, besides a considerable amount entered on books circulating 
in the counties of Plymouth and Barnstable, and a number of shares recently taken 
by contractors, and not yet returned to the treasurer's office. 

The subscription continues to increase, and your directors feel entire confidence 
that ample means will be provided for the completion of the rail-road, if no unfore- 
seen event occurs, to dishearten the friends of the enterprise. 

In the course of the season, the organization of the company was ejected, the 
usual officers elected, and an engineer appointed to take charge of the location of 
the rail-road. 

A large portion of the line has been definitely located, and about two fifths of it 
is now under contract, and in process of grading. The residue will soon be located 
and put under contract. . . 

A considerable improvement has been made in the line since the original estimates 
and surveys, and thei^e has ailso been a decline in the price of iron, which will tend 
materially to reduce the cost of construction. 

The first assessment was made payable on the first day of December last, upon 
the amount of stock subscribed for up to that date, but the payment of it has not 
been pressed, as the expenditures will not be heavy during the inclement season of 
the year, and money comes in faster than is required. 

The whole amount received by the treasurer, to this date, is twenty-two thousand, 
four hundred and eighty dollars. 

The whole amount expended, to this date, is three thousand, eighty-five and 
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seventy-eight one-hundred ths dollars, which has been applied to the purchase of 
land, payment of preliminary surveys, incidental expenses, &c. 

The company owes no debts, unless it be a small amount for preliminary expenses 
and for contracts in progress, the amount of which is not yet ascertained. 

As the location of the line is not yet entirely finished, as the track has not been 
laid, or equipment provided, the directors, consequently, are unable to give you 
further details of the cost of raiUroad and equipment, of the characteristics of the 
road, the mode of conducting the freight and passenger departments, the expendi- 
tures for working the road and motive power, miscellaneous expenses, income, div- 
idends, deterioration, or other returns, indicated by the Act of April 16th, 1846. 

They, however, have the satisfaction to state, that no serious accident has yet 
occurred in constructing the rail-road, and that they entertain a confident hope of 
completing the principal part, if not the whole, of the rail-road from Middlebor- 
ough, through Wareham to Sandwich, during the current year, and of furnishing 
the further information desired by the State in their Second Annual Report. They 
believe, however, they can now assure you, the line will be one of the cheapest to 
build and to run yet commenced in Massachusetts, and will serve to connect Ware- 
ham, and the entire Cape, with Boston, Plymouth, Bridge water, Taunton, New Bed- 
ford, Fall River, Providence, and New York, besides connecting the harbors of 
Barnstable and Buzzard^s Bay.

The undersigned, Directors of the fissex Rail-road, beg leave t(x submit this, their 
First Annual Report. 

The Essex Rail-road Company was chartered by an act of the Legislature, passed 
March 7ih, 1846, for the purpose of constructing a rail-road from some convenient 
point on or near the North River, in Salem, by a route designated in its charter, to 
some point in Methuen west of the turnpike, and within half a mile of the Merri- 
mack River. 

The charter having been accepted ^ the company organized, and a board of direct- 
ors chosen, at a noeeting legally called and holden at Salem, on the 29th of May, 
1846, immediate measures were taken to attain the object for which the act of incor- 
poration had been obtained. Several lines, through the points designated in the 
charter, were surveyed under the direction and superintendence of James Hall, a 
skilful and experienced engineer, employed for the purpose. Subscriptions for stock 
were obtained, and proposals for the construction of the road issued. 

An immediate commencefnent of the undertaking being deemed by the directors 
of the first importance, an arrangement was made to procure on loan, in anticipation 
of the collection of asseflsormnts on the stock subscribed for, such sums of money as 
would enable them at once to close a contract for the construction of a portion of 
the road« 

A satisfactory arrangement for this object having been effected, that part of the 
road extending from the North River, in Salem, to North Danvers, a distance of 
nearly five miles, was immediately put under contract, and workmen have since been 
busily employed in its construction. 

To South Danvers, a distance of about one and three fourth miles, the rails are 
laid, and the road so far completed, that it is intended to be opened for passengers 
and freight on the 18th inst* ; between this point and North Danvers, the road is iti 
different stages of progress. 

Before any assessments were laid upon the stock subscribed for, various sugges- 
tions and cotisiderations were submitted to the directors of the Essex Rail-road, as 
inducements to a change of route from their road, provided such change should be 
assented to and sanctioned by an act of the Legislature. These suggestions are yet 
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under advisement, and the lines of survey run with reference to it but partially com- 
pleted, or yet in progress. As the stock taken had been subscribed for in view of 
the route pointed out by the present charter, and as a material change of that route, 
if authorized by the Legislature, and deemed on the whole advisable by the company, 
might perhaps afiect unfavorably some of the present subscribers, and induce a with- 
drawal of some portion of the stock taken, it has been thought inexpedient to levy 
and collect any assessments on the stock until this question is definitely disposed of. 
The sum received from the loan above referred to amounts, at this date, to twenty- 
five thousand dollars, for which the obligations of the company to a like amount, 
bearing interest at 6 per cent., have been issued. The sum tlius received has been 
expended as follows, viz. :

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By these Articles of Agreement between the Essex Rail-road Co*, of the first part, 
and the Eastern Rail-road Co.^ of the second part, be it known 

That whereas the said party, of the first part, is about constructing a rail-road, 
which is to enter upon, and be connected with, the Eastern Rail-road, belonging to 
said party of the second part, we, therefore, the said party of the first part, in consid- 
eration of the sum of five dollars, the receipt of which is hereby acknowledged, and 
of the agreements and stipulations herein contained, doth agree to construct in a 
firnn and substantial manner said rail-road, to be called the Essex Rail-road, from 
the junction of the same, in Salem, with said Eastern Rail-road, to some convenient 
point at Danvers Plains, (so called,) in North Danvers, and as much farther towards 
the point to which its charter extends^ in Methuen ; and as soon as its funds will 
allow ; and that when any available portion of the same be completed, with depots, 
and all proper appendages for regular business, except engines and cars, then the 
same, and all other portions of the said road, as they are finished, shall be placed in 
charge of said party of the second part, for the purpose of operating and keeping 
the same in repair. 

And the said party of the second part, in consideration of the sum of five dollars, 
the receipt of which is hereby acknowledged, and of the agreements and stipulations 
herein contained, doth hereby covenant and agree with said party of the first part, 
that when and as soon as said Essex Rail-road, or any available portion thereof, shall 
be placed in its charge, in conformity with the preceding section, the said party of 
the second part will furnish ail necessary engines and cars for the use of such road, 
and will do and perform all the transportation of persons and freight upon and over 
said Essex Rail-road, and take the entire direction of the same, subject to the terms 
and conditions herein made. And the said party of the second part further agree to 
keep said road in good running order and repair, for and during the time the same 
shall be under its direction. In full for the cost and expenses of so conducting the 
business and keeping in repair said Essex Rail-road, the said party of the first part 
hereby authorizes and empowers the said party of the second part to charge and 
receive all tolls, fares, or other compensation, that may be paid for the transportation 
of persons and property on said road, and to retain therefrom so much, for each mile 
run by engines in conducting and managing said road, as shall be shown, by the 
books and accounts of said party of the second part, to be the average cost during 
the same time of operating and keeping in repair the whole Eastern Rail-road and 
its equipments, excepting the ferry, including all branch roads built or to be built, 
and also the said Essex Rail-road. The balance, after deducting any other money 
that may be owing and due from said party of the first to said party of the second 
part, shall be paid over, semi-annually, on the 30lh day of June and 31st day of De- 
cember, to the treasurer of the said party of the first part. 

The amounts of receipts and expenditures for the Essex Rail-road, to be at all 
times open to the examination of the parties of the first part. The said party of the

first part further agrees to confirm the legal doings and acts of said party of the 
second part, in pursuance of this contract, and to do and perform any act, and exe- 
cute any instrument, that may be necessary to enable it to carry out the provisions 
of the same, or to act in any suit that may be brought by or against it, in conse- 
quence thereof. 

The following stipulations are agreed to by both parties, and made part of this 
contract : — 

Before the rail-road, or any part of it, is placed in charge of the party of the sec- 
ond part, for use, it shall be put in a condition, as regards construction, depots, 
switches, turnouts, signs, &c., as shall be satisfactory to the party of the second part. 

If, after being so received, any deficiency of construction or necessity for enlai^e- 
ment be discovered, the same shall be supplied by the party of the first part. 

The road shall be managed, and the trains run, under the direction of the party of 
the second part, but not less than three trains daily, each way, shall be run between 
Danvers Plains and Salem, unless otherwise mutually agreed, except on Sundays, 
and in cases of accident or unavoidable obstruction. 

That, if the party of the first part require it, the income of the road, after deduct- 
ing the estimated amount that will be due to the party of the second part on the 30th 
of June and the 31st of December, that may be on hand, shall be paid to its treasurer. 
That, if any deficiency occurs in one year, to pay the current expenses and interest 
that may accrue, or so much thereof as would be payable to the party of the second 
part, for running the road or other charges, may be provided for by loan to be paid 
out of the surplus, whenever any shall occur. 

If, at any time, either party to this contract be dissatisfied with the amount of com- 
pensation for running the road as herein provided, the subject shall be referred to 
the president of the Boston and Worcester Rail-road, or a person nominated by him, 
and bis decision shall be binding on both parties. 

No claim other than the compensation already provided shall be made fbr interest 
on the cost or depreciation, further than provided in the current repairs in the en- 
gines and cars provided by the party of the second part. 

When this contract shall terminate, the Essex Eaii-road shall be delivered up to 
the party of the first part in fair running order ; but the actual depreciation, if any, 
is to be borne by the party of the first, and not by the party of the second part. 

This contract shall terminate at any time after the period of five years from the 
date of the completion of the road to Methuen, and on all full payment of all pecu- 
niary obligations and dues, from the party of the first to the party of the second, and 
not before.

We have agreed with the Lexington and West Cambridge Rail-road Co. to furnish 
cars and engines, and man their road for one year from the first day of September 
last, paying them at the rate of 4 per cent, per annum on tho cost of their road, 
being about $180,000 ; they keeping the road and buildings in good repair during 
the year. A large part of the freight on our road, to wit, ice, wood, ship-timber, 
and bricks, is neither loaded nor unloaded by us ; hence, that expense does not ap- 
pear in our freight expenses, as it is paid by the owners. 

We have to report the following accidents : — 

May 17, 1846, Mr. Otis Gregory, freight conductor, while changing^a car out of 
the freight train, at Concord, with a yoke of oxen, was thrown oh to the track, and 
one of the wheels passed over his foot, from the effects of which he lost his life in 
about one week. 

July 9th, our special train to Waltham came in collision with a horse and buggy, 
at a crossing in Waltham, and broke the buggy in pieces, but did not any other 
damage of consequence. 

July 13th, an Irishman was injured, at Concord, by attempting to get on to the^ 
ears aAer they had left the depot. 

Nov. — ,' Mr. Fowle, of Shirley, was injured, at South Acton. By mistake, he 
had taken his seat in the up instead of the down train : when he discovered his 
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mistake, the down train was in motion, and, in attempting to get on to it, be fell, and 
the car wheel passed over his arm. He has since nearly recovered. 

Also, in November, the special train came in collision with a wagon, owned and 
driven by Mr. Brooks, of Lincoln, and killed his horse. 

In neither of the above cases, can the accident be imputed to a want of care and 
attention on the part of the Company's agents. 

In November last, our 11 o'clock train, for Fitchburg, came in collision with some 
freight cars at one of the brick yards, near Fresh Pond meadows, which were ran 
out on to the main track by a mistake on the part of the owners of the yard : owing 
to a northerly wind, which blew the smoke and steam from the brick kilns across the 
track, the cars were not discovered in season to stop the train before it struck tbem. 
The engineer and fireman were slightly injured, but no other damage done^ excepting 
to the engine and cars, which have been since repaired. 

In accordance with the terms of the Act of Incorporation in the charter, the Lan- 
caster and Sterling Branch Rail-road has become vested in this Company. We have 
made several surveys on the line of the same, but, as yet, have done nothing further 
towards its construction. We have located the Watertown Branch Rail-road to 
Watcrtown Village, and expended, in its construction, the sum of $30,750 27. We 
are not yet prepared to report the difierent items of cost on the same, nor the 
characteristics of tlie road.

(in Massachusetts) of the second part, and George Bliss, John Howard, Charles 
Stearns, Theodore Bliss and Greorge Dwight, in behalf of the present stockholders 
of ihe latter company, of the third part. 

Whereas, the party of the first part are about to extend their Rail-road from Hart- 
ford tO'tho line of the Stale of Massachusetts, under their extended charier, and pro- 
pose to provide funds for, and to construct, also, a coniinuation of £aid road from 
the line of the State to a point in Springfield, or to a junction with the Western Rail, 
road : and whereas it is agreed that said extended road in Massachusetts may be 
made under the charter of the party of the second part, upon certain conditions 
hereafter specified : now, therefore, the said several parties hereto, hereby mutu* 
ally agree as follows, viz :

And on said sixteenth day of October, the di- 
rectors laid an assessment of ten per cent, on their capital stock, payable on the first 
day of January, 1847. 

The grading of about five miles of the road has been put under contract, and the 
work has been commenced and is now progressing.

To the Honorable the Legislature of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts : 

The Directors of the Providence and Worcester lUiiWoad Company respectfully 
submit their second annual report, of their acts and doings for the year ending 
the first day of January^ 1847. 

Since our last report the entire foad has been put under contract. Grading, ma* 
sonry, and bridging, to be completed on or before the first day of April next, and 
the superstructure on or before the first day of August next ; and the progress of 
the work has been such as to justify the ej^pectation that the whole work will be 
completed in that time. 

The grading from Providence to Valley Falls, a distance of about sit miles, is 
calculated for a double track ; thence to Worcester for a single track. 

A branch is also constructing, ffom the main line of the rail-road, at Central Palls, 
to the Blackstonc River, where it will form a junction with a branch of the Boston 
and Providence Rail-road, now in the progress of construction. 

The Blackstone Canal Company Were duly authorized, by an act passed by the 
Legislature of the State of Massachusetts, on the sixteenth day of March, 1844, to 
sell so much of their canal, for rail-road purposes, as lies within that State ; and the 
I^rovidence and Worcester Rail-road Company have deemed it for their interest to 
purchase a part of said canal in Massachusetts, for the sum of twenty-two thousand 
five hundred dollars, and have appropriated so much of it as was useful to them in 
fhe construction of the road. 

The railroad company have also purchased, of said canal companyi the westerly 
part of the canal basin in Providence. 

Five assessments, of ten per cent, each, have been laid upon the whole amount 
of the capital stock, being eleven thousand shares of one hundred dollars each, of 
which there have been paid on the

The Directors of the Stougbton Braoch Rail-road Corporation, respectfully submit 
a report of tbeir doings tbe past year. 

In consequence of tbe nature of the contract with the Boston and Providence Kail- 
road Corporation, under which this road is maintained and worked, it is impracticable 
to givo the items of expenditure in conformity with the act of April 16, 1846. We 
have, therefore, classed our expenditures for working the road under the old law. 

In June last, the station-house in Stougbton was destroyed by fire. The property 
was partially insured ; but we have deemed it more prudent to omit the semi-annual 
dividend, usually payable in January, than to make new stock to make up deficiency 
in the loss over insurance. 

The station-house is now rebuilt of brick in the most thorough manner. 

The trains have been run without any accident to persons or property during the 
year, and we have, therefore, no casualties to report.

To the Honorable Legislature of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts : 

The Directors of the West Slockbridge Rail-road Corporation present their Ninth 
Annual Report and Return. 
They find it impossible to comply with the statute of 1846, chap. 251, prescribing 
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a form of rail-road rettnn, dxeopt in a fow partfculan, and, is c m np li aBc g Ht&f Hr 
requisitions of that act, append the reasons of their inability to return all the required 
items. 

The West Stockbridge Hail-road is less than three miles in length, and lies wholly 
in the town of West Stockbridge, forming a connecting link between the Berkshire 
Bail-road, on the one side, and the Hudson and Berkshire, add Western Rait-roads, 
on the other. 

The road was originally constructed under the superintendence and, in part^ with 
the means of the Hudson and Berkshire Rail-road Company, at abodt the same time 
they were constructing their own road in the State of New York, and no accurate 
separate accounts were kept of the different items of construction, or, if kept, are 
not to be found among the records of this corporation, so as to enable us to give the 
returns of these items, or of the items under the head of '' characteristics of the road ;** 
and we are only able to give the total cost, as returned in our Eighth Annual Report, 
which includes interest on money borrowed to aid in construction. 

This corporation has never owned any engines or cars, and the road, since its con- 
struction, has been used, first by the Hudson and Berkshire Rail-road Company, and, 
since April, 1844, by that company and the Berkshire Rail-road Company, under 
permanent contracts, copies of which were appended to our Seventh Annual Jftcport. 
These two companies are bound by these contracts to pay us, the former a monthly, 
and the latter a yearly, rent, and to keep the road, buildings and fixtures in repair. 
They have made no returns to us ; and our situation, in this respect, will account, in 
a great measure, for the deficiency of our returns under the head of '* doings during 
the year," "expenditures for working the road," *' motive powers," &c. " The atten- 
tion of the directors has been only recently called to the provisions of the act of 
184(3, and will endeavor to make such arrangements with their lessees as shall enable 
them hereafter to give more full returns, though, from our situation, we apprehend 
they may always be, to some extent, deficient. 

The road has been relaid, during the past season, by the Berkshire Rail-road Com- 
pany, with an H rail, weighing, as we are informed, 53 lbs. to the yard. Tbeoostof 
this now superstructure we are not able to state. 

We have stated that the whole of the capital stock is paid in. About S600 of this 
is not actually paid in in cash, but secured to the corporation by note. The corpo- 
ration owes nothing. 

The number of miles run (freight and passenger trains are commonly run in con- 
nexion) is an estimate which will approximate to the truth. 

In the items of income, we have stated the whole amount which the corporation 
ought to receive for the rent of the road during the year, as well the amounts due as 
what has been already paid in, and have not stated payments on stodc, if any ha^e 
been made. 

The fiscal year terminates April 1. To show the precise position of our afiairs,

In submitting this report, the commissioners would ask leave to call the attention 
of the Legislature to the following facts : 
The debt which this fund is intended to meet falls dqe between April 1, 1868, and 
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April 1, 1871 ; the amount in the fund, at the average of those dates, at compound 
interest, will exceed 83,000,000, of which one third, or over 91,000,000, will he in 
mortgages. 

The existence of so large a fund may render it difficult to obtain suitable invest- 
ments, and it would be almost impossible to convert, at one time, such an amount of 
mortgages into money. 

The commissioners would, therefore, suggest the expediency of allowing a greater 
latitude in the kinds of investments, and, particularly, of authorizing the commission- 
ers to purchase and return to the Commonwealth any of the bonds issued by the State ^ 
in aid of the Western RaiUroad, that they may be cancelled, and the liabilities of the 
Commonwealth thus far diminished.

The Directors of the Worcester Branch Rail-road Company present their Fourth 
Annual Report. 

The WorcTi^ter Branch Rail-road is a local accommodation, provided to give to 
the large mechanical husiness in the valley of the village of Worcester, access to 
the several rail-roads leading from the town. As the transportation has heen made 
hy the other rail-road companies, the branch company has not yet purchased en- 
gines and cars. This branch rail-road is so dmall in extent, and so unlike other rail- 
roads, in its present structure and mode of operation, that the directors cannot per- 
ceive that any good will be obtained by an attempt to give the minute detail of 
report, which is appropriate and useful in regard to other rail-roads. They there* 
fore present the following statement, which, they believe, will meet all important 
questions which are applicable to this corporation. 

During the last year, there has been no increase of the capital stock, and the debt 
has not been enlarged. In the autumn, an apprehension of a defect in the track 
was entertained by one of the rail-road companies, which induced that company to 
transport its freight, destined for the branch rail-road, on trucks, and thus the freight 
of the branch rail-road was greatly diminished.

The Directors of the Worcester and Nashua Rail-road Company submit their 
Second Annual Report of their acts and doings, for the year ending the 31st day 
of December, I84G. 

On account of a variety of circumstances, the union of the Worcester and Nashua 
Hail-road Company, incorporated, by the Legislature of Massachusetts, with the 
Groton and Nashua Rail-road Company, incorporated by the I^egislature of New 
Hampshire, was not effected until iho sixih 'day of November, 1846, and active 
operations in the construction of the road were suspended until that time. 

On the sixth diay of November, 1846, the union of the two corporations was 
consummated, according to the provisions of their respective charters, and, since 
that lime, energetic measures have been adopted for the prosecution of the work. 

The grading and masonry of the entire route have been put under contract, to be 
completed, wiiltthe exception of a deep cutting in Worcester, on or before the first 
of January, 1848, — the cutting aforesaid to be completed on or before tlie first day 
of April, 1848. 

The contractors have already commenced operations, at a number of points on 
the lino of the road. Arrangements for other portions of the wdrk, and for mate- 
rials for the superstructure, are in a state of forwardness. 

Previous to the date of this report no assessment upon the stock, made since the 
date of the last report, has become payable.

HAMPSHIRE AND FRANKLIN RAIL-ROAD COMPANY-

The directors of said company respectfully report^ that the corporation, as it 
now exists, has been formed by a union of the Hampshire and Franklin Rail-road 
Company, originally incorporated, with the Mount Holyoke Sail-road Company, 
4jnder a provision in the charter of the latter company, by the name of the Hamp- 
shire and Franklin Rail-road Company. 

The original corporations ^ere provisionally organized, at meetings separately 
held for that purpose, on the 27th day of October, 1846, and each voted to accept its 
charter. At a subsequent meeting of each corporation, duly called and notified for 
that purpose, on the 4th day of November, 1846, it was by each separately voted, by 
ibe requisite majorities, to unite the two companies, shore and share alike, pursuant 
to 9th section of the act passed by the then last Legislature of this Commonwealth, 
entitled ^' An Aet to incorporate Mount Holyoke Rail-road Company,*' and that the 
said two companies, upon confirmation of this union, should thenceforth be and re- 
main one corporation, by the name of the Hampshire and Franklin Rail-road Com- 
pany, with all the powers, privileges, ajod properties, and subject to all the liabilities 
of each and boUi of said companies. And at a joint meeting of the stockholders of 
ike two companies, duly called and notified, and held at Amherst on the 11th day 
of November, 1846, the records and doings of the two companies, at their meetings 
aforesaiid, having been read, it was thereupon unanimously voted that the stockhold- 
ers of said companies did fully ratify and confirm the union of said companies, 
declared by their former several votes, and declare said unioQ tlien to be perfected, 
and the new joint corporation to be known by the name of the Hamp^re and 
Franklin Rail-road Company, and fully to adopt all the doings and transactions of each 
of the two companies merged therein ; and to assume all the liabilities, and have all 
the properties, benefits, and advantages of both said corporations, now united. 

At the 9ame meeting, the stockholders adopted by-laws, and elected a board of 
nine directors ; and the directors subsequently met, and elected a president, clerk, 
and a tieasurer. 

A skilful and competent engineer has been employed. Primary sunreys of the 
vbob line of t)ie roed, (t^m the Vermont and Massachusetts Rail-road, near

Grout's Comer, in Montague, to the Connecticut River Rail-road, at Willimansett, in 
Springfield, have been made, about 30 1-2 miles, and the whole route found to be 
very favorable ; reported, by tho engineer, to compare advantageously with the av- 
erage of the three most feasible and least expensive rail- roads in New^ England, 

A definite location has been made from the northern terminus to Ilockanum, in 
Hadley, over twenty-thrcQ miles, and returns thereof filed with the county convmis- 
sioners of Franklin and Hampshire. The location of the residue of the road is in a 
state of great forwardness. Surveys and plans are nearly completed, and the re- 
turns will be filed before the year expires. ^ 

Prior to the union of the two companies, subscriptions to the stock of the Hamp- 
shire and Franklin Rail-road Company had been made along the line of the road, to 
the amount of over $100,000; and to that of the Mount Holyoke Company, of over 
$20,000, available to the present corporation. Since the union, no efforts have been 
made to increase the subscriptions ; the directors preferring to wait until jhe location 
and estimates of the engineer shall be finished, when they hope to present a pros- 
pectus which will insure success. 

No part of the capital has yet been paid in. An assessment of $1 only, per share, 
has recently been laid, payable the 15th of March current, to meet contingencies. 

The directors trust they shall be able to commence grading their road the eqsuinj; 
spring or summer,

The directors of the Barre and Worcester Railroad Company can 
report but little action under the act of incorporation of that company. 
Those' to whom the charter was particularly granted, took early measures 
to have books opened, and subscriptions obtained for the stock in said 
company. It was found that many of the warmest friends of that project, 
in the town of Worcester, and some other towns in that vicinity, were 
subscribers for stock in the Providence and Worcester, and Worcester 
and Nashua Railroads ; and it was deemed expedient to suspend the ob- 
taining subscribers until the opening of the first-mentioned road, and the 
payment of the assessments to the stock in the last. Soon afler the open- 
ing of the Providence and Worcester Railroad for use, the books were 
reopened and subscriptions obtained, and the company has been organ- 
ized by a choice of officers. The recent and present great depression in 
the monetary concerns of the country, has prevented so large a subscrip- 
tion as was expected, but have promises of a liberal increase. During 
the past season, surveys and examinations have been made for the pur- 
pose of testing the correctness of former surveys, and to place the com- 
pany in a condition to commence work on the road early in the next 
season, should the pecuniary concerns of the country be in a more favor- 
able condition.

day of January, 1843, and on the eighteenth day of December, 1845, and 
which said agreements may be referred to in reference to the objects 
hereof; witness : — Whereas the said Housatonic Railroad Company is de- 
sirous of increasing its motive power and means of transporting passengers 
and freight over the railroads owned by the said companies, and used and 
occupied by said Housatonic Company ; and whereas the said- Berkshire 
Railroad Company, on the fifteenth day of April last past, passed a reso- 
lution, authorizing the directors thereof to increase the capital stock of 
said company, in a sum not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars, to 
be expended in the purchase of cars and engines, to be leased to said 
Housatonic Company upon a contract similar to those now in force be- 
tween said companies, and above referred to; — ^Now, therefore, it is 
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agreed, by and between said Berkshire Railroad Company, by Charles 
W. Hopkins, Increase Sumner, and Edward F. Ensign, a committee 
specially authorized for that purpose, and the said Housatonic Railroad 
Company, by William P. Burrall, President, specially authorized for that 
purpose, that the Berkshire Railroad Company will issue and deliver to 
the said Housatonic Railroad Company the whole of said increased capi- 
tal stock, in certificates of stock, to such persons as said Housatonic 
Company shall designate, on the first day of- July next; and that the said 
Housatonic Company will, with the avails of said stock, purchase such 
engines and cars as shall be necessary for the use of said company, and 
will, on or before the first day of October next, transfer to said Berkshire

thereof shall at all times equal said sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
during the whole term of the continuance of this contract And said 
Housatonic Railroad Company further covenants and agrees to pay to 
the Berkshire Railroad Company, perpetually, during the continuance of 
said agreements, of the eleventh of January, 1843, and the eighteenth of 
December, 1845, hereinbefore referred to, seven dollars per share per 
annum, (said shares being one hundred dollars each,) on said increased 
capital stock, being said one hundred thousand dollars, which shall be 
delivered to said Housatonic Company, which said seven dollars per 
share per annum shall be paid to the treasurer of said Berkshire Railroad 
Company, at his office, in monthly instalments, from said first day of 
July next, and shall pay said instalments on the first Tuesday in each 
and every month ; and said sum of seven dollars per share shall be deemed, 
and taken as additional rent for the use of said Berkshire Railroad, 
including said cars and engines, to be added to the rent stipulated for in 
the articles of agreement above referred to, and to be subject to all the 
stipulations and conditions referred to and provided in said agreements, 
regarding right of reentry for failure of payment and other matters therein 
stated, and to be treated, in every respect, as if the amount of rent stipu- 
lated in the original agreement were increased by the addition of the sum 
herein stipulated to be paid.

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives : 

The directors of the Boston and Maine Railroad respectfully present 
their annual report : — 

During the past year, the road has been conducted successfully upon 
its main line, and the branches. The work upon the change of location 
of the present line of road, in the town of Andover, authorized by the 
legislature, is in progress of construction, and will probably be ready for 
use by the month of July next. The laying of a double track has been 
commenced at Boston, and now extends to the town of Maiden, and it is 
designed to continue laying the same to the town of Lawrence. The 
bridge across the Merrimack River, at Lawrence, is nearly completed, in 
a very substantial manner, for a double track ; and the branch road, to 
the town of Methuen, is in progress, and will be completed in time to 
meet, at the line of the state, the Manchester and Lawrence Railroad. 

To provide for the increasing business of the road, extensive additions 
have been made the past year to the working furniture ; and to prevent 
the delay of vessels, which has heretofore occurred, from the want of 
convenience for discharging their cargoes to be transported over the road, 
large expenditures have been made to procure the necessary wharf ac- 
commodations. 

An engine-house, machine, and smith shops, of suitable dimensions, 
with engines, tools, and fixtures, calculated to be sufficient to carry on the 
work required to maintain the motive power of the road, have been com- 
pleted the past year. 

In filling out the blanks, in the form of returns prescribed by the legis-

To the Honorable Senate and House vf R^resentatives t—- 

The undersigned, directors of the Boston and Worcester Railroad 
Corporation, respectfully present the sixteenth annual report of their pro- 
ceedings, of the receipts and expenditures of the corporation, and of the 
business of the road. 

The amount of transportation on the road, during the last year, has 
increased, as will appear from the subjoined statement, to an amount far 
greater than that of the last or any preceding year, both in. the local busi- 
ness of the road, and in that which is connected with the tran^>ort o?er 
the Western Road. 

Since the date of the last annual report, the laying of new rails, cois- 
responding with those of the second track, and weighing sixty-three 

« 

pounds to a yard, on the track which was first constructed, in place of 
the lighter rails which were then laid, has been further prosecuted, so as 
to adapt the road more effectually to the use of locomotive engines and 
caxB, of the largest class. This renewal of the track with a more sub- 
stantial rail is now accomplished, with the exception of a distance of 
about eleven miles, which it is intended shall be completed the present 
sea^n. At the same time, some important improvements have been 
made in the bed of the road, and in the widening of the cuts and drains, 
and the rails are more firmly laid, on an increased number of sleepers, 
and those of greater dimensions. 

The construction of the Milford Branch has been prosecuted during 
the year, and but for an unexpected difficulty, in the deep excavation at 
Phi]^^8 Hill in HoUiston, it would have been completed the last autumn. 
It was opened for use as far as HoUiston in August last, and two daily 
trains run regularfy over il, to that place. 

On tbe spplicaAioQD of a Iftrge auiBiber of inhabitants and landholders in 
BrooUiiie, the diseoteis luvve resolved to build a branch railroad to that 
place. This hraokch is about a mile and three fifths in length. It passes 
over a tract of land, chiefly marsh, without crossing any public ^highway, 

4 
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and terminates at a central part of the village of Brookline, at a distance 
of three and three quarters miles from the Boston station. The bed of 
the road is nearly graded and ready for the laying of the rails, and the 
entire branch will be soon completed. 

A large number of inhabitants of Medway have made an application 
to the directors, for the establishment of a branch railroad leading from 
Holliston to the central village in that town. They have exhibited satis- 
factory proof, that there is a large amount of manufacturing business at 
that place and in the vicinity, and a large amount of travelling between 
it and Boston. These facts render the obtaining of railroad accommoda- 
tion highly important to the interests of the place, and the business is of 
sufficient magnitude to insure a considerable income towards meeting the 
expenses of such a work. The directors have in consequence caused a 
survey of the route proposed for the branch to be made, with an estimate 
of the cost. The results of this i&vestigation present extremely favora- 
ble views of the undertaking, the proposed line being nearly direct and 
entirely level, and free from serious impediments ; but it has been deemed 
expedient to postpone a decision upon it for the present. 

Since the year 1841, when the present freight-house at the station in 
this city was erected, the amount of freight receipts, and of merchan- • 
dise received and despatched, has increased fourfold. The quantity of 
merchandise which is received and loaded, or unloaded and delivered, in 
the active periods of business, exceeds a thousand tons per day. The 
greater part of this merchandise is necessarily received into the freight- 
house. The cars employed in the transport of it, belonging to this cor- 
poration, and to the Western and Norwich roads, which form a part 
of the connected lines of transportation, are more than equal to two 
thousand single cars, or half that number of double cars. To afford 
room for the large and increasing amount of merchandise, thus constantly 
passing through this station, and for the great number of cars, of various 
classes, ip. which it is transported, it has been found necessary to erect 
additional freight-houses, and to provide more room for railway trains 
within the city. Some large purchases of lands have been made for this 
purpose, and preparations have been made for the erection of part of the 
proposed buildings. It has been deemed important to provide, at the 
present time, before any further increase in the cost of land in the 
vicinity of the freight station, as far as .possible, not only for the pressing 
demands of the business at the present time, but for a large prospective 
increase. The directors conceive it to be the duty of the corporation, to 
afford ample accommodation, for all the business which may seek a transit 
through this channel. They are desirous of making such provision, thai 
there shall be no just ground of complaint of any want of ftcility, for ex- 
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pediting all the business, which may fall within the proper sphere of tfats 
extensive line of railroads, so important to the city and to the extensive 
region of country thus connected with it. 

The proper accommodation of the passengers arriving at, or departing 
from, the station on Beach Street, requires an enlargement of the build* 
ing appropriated to this object. For this purpose, it is th6 intention of 
the directors, on the earliest favorable opportunity, to enlarge the build* 
ing by extending it westerly to Albany Street, and to set apart appropriate 
tracks for the departing trains, with rooms for passengers, distinct from 
those Vhich are appropriated for trains on their arrival. 

Some change has also become necessary in the arrangement of the 
passenger station at Worcester, to facilitate the convenient union of the 
travel of the road, \^ith that of the other railroads which terminate at 
that place. Some purchases of real estate have been made, for the ac- 
complishment of this object ; but the system of arrangement for carrying 
it into effect is not yet brought to maturity. 

A large increase has been already made, in the number of locomotive 
engines of a large class, and also of passenger and freight cars. A still 
further increase is deemed necessary, and several additional engines, and 
a large number of cars, are now in the hands of the builders, which will 
be in readiness for the despatch of the business, of the ensuing summer 
and autumn. 

The cost of these important enlargements of the works, rendered in- 
dispensable by the rapid growth of the business of the road, has made 
it necessary to increase the capita] stock of the corporation. The capi- 
tal already authorised had been absorbed by the cost of the second track, 
of the Saxonville Branch, and of other works, accomplished previous 
to the close of the year 1846. The debt at the close of that year, 
occasioned by a portion of these expenditures, amounted to 9154,000. 
Since that time, as will be seen from the annexed return, the debt 
has been increased by the sum of $593,000. These expenditures em- 
brace 9155,000, paid within the last two years for the heavy rail of the 
improved track, a part of which, however, is charged to income account 
in lieu of repairs ; $72,500 have, in the last year, been expended in in- 
creasing the stock of engines and cars, exclusive of the sums pud for 
that object from the income account, and for repairs and depreciation ; 
9200,000 have, in the last two years, been paid for the cost of branches, 
exclusive of the old iron used for this purpose ; 9225,000 have been ex- 
pended within the last year for the purchase of land, chiefly in the city of 
Boston ; and other expenditures have been made for important improve- 
ments elsewhere. The increase of capital which will be necessary to 
cover these expenditures, together with the cost of the new engines and 
cars already ordered ; the completion of the branches now commenced, ' 
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and of a branch road which it has been determined to establish to the 
central Tillage in Framingham ; the complete substitution of a heavy rail 
for the remaining light rail of the first track ; and the cost of the new 
freight and passenger buildings proposed, will not swell the entire capi- 
tal to an amount disproportioned to the annual receipts of income, in 
comparison with the proportions maintained between these two items, in 
most of the other railroad corporations of the Commonwealth. 

There has been no interruption, during the year, of the regular passen- 
ger or freight trains, firom snow-storms, or any other cause. The speed 
of some of the passenger trains has been somewhat increased. T# 
insure regularity and speed, and also every practicable degree of safety, 
to passengers and the persons employed on the trains, great care is taken 
to adopt engines and cars of the roost approved construction, as well as 
the most approved methods of conducting the operations of the road ; 
and also to employ, in the numerous responsible stations in the manage- 
ment of the business, such persons only as are of known sobriety and 
prudence, and of tried skill in their respective departments of duty. 
Notwithstanding the precautions which have thus been taken, and the 
utmost confidence which the directors feel in the general good condition, 
and skilful adaptation to their respective purposes, of all the works of the 
road, and of the machinery employed in the operations upon it, and also 
of the general system of management, several serious accidents, attended 
with the loss of life, have occurred in the course of the past year. Of 
these, the undersigned, in compliance with the provisions of the act of 
1846, proceed to give a detailed return, with a statement of the circum- 
stances under which they occurred. The number of serious and fatal 
casualties on the passenger trains, during the past year, is greater thin 
have occurred on this road during the whole period since it was (^ned. 
A large prc^ortion of the disasters here recorded, have arisen from the 
carelessness or inattention of the sufferers, and all of them, with one 
exception, from causes entirely independent of any mal-conduct, neglect, 
<Nr carelessness, of any agent or person in the employment of the cor- 
poration. 

On the third of March, during a period in which the whole operations 
of the road, in the vicinity of Worcester, were confined to a single track, 
in ccMisequence of the taking up of the other track, for the purpose of lay- 
ing down the new and heavier rail, a collision took place between a 
descending passenger train, and an empty gravel grain, which was ascend- 
ing on the same track. This collision was occasioned by the careless 
inattention of the engine-man, who had the train in charge, in imme- 
diately leaving Worcester on the arrival of an upward freight train, with- 
out taking notice of the customary signal borne by that train, indicating 
that another train was following in its rear. The consequences of the 
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collision were, a considerable injury to the engine and cars, and a serious 
personal injury to a passenger named David S. Page, who had, without 
authority, taken a stand upon the platform of the baggage-car. All the 
persons on the gravel train saved themselves from injury, by jumping from 
it before the collision ; the engine-man having first taken the precaution 
to reverse his engine, but not to shut off the steam. From the efiect of 
the shock and the power of the steam, the engine was immediately set in 
motion in an opposite direction, before the engine-man could regain his 
station upon it. It ran down the road a distance of about eight miles, 
when it stepped from the exhaustion of the steam. It was there soon un- 
expectedly encountered by the four o'clock passenger train from Boston, 
when another collision took place, with some damage to the materid of 
the two trains, but without any personal injury. On the coming up sub- 
sequently of the steamboat train, the disabled parts of the injured train 
were removed from the track, and the two passenger trains being united 
in one, they proceeded onward towards Worcester. The track being 
still obstructed by the wrecks of the first collision, it became necessary 
to pass over upon the newly laid track, which was nearly finished but not 
reopened for use. While proceeding slowly and with great caution upon 
this track, on approaching the freight station, the train, from the dark- 
ness of the night, came in contact with some freight cars which had been 
placed on the track while it was disused, and which the agent had not 
succeeded fn removing ; and by this collision, two other persons, Mr. 
Flint, a road-repairer, and R. K. Porter, baggage-master, were seriously 
injured. The former died of his wounds, but the latter recovered. This 
series of disasters arose from the culpable momentary heedlessness of an 
agent, of good character and capacity, who had been for some time em- 
ployed in the same situation, and who had inspired confidence by his 
prudence and good conduct. He was of course discharged from his 
situation. 

On the sixth of November a disaster, still more serious in the number 
of sufferers, occurred on the forenoon passenger train from Springfield, 
at the crossing of the Milldam road in Brookline, while it was proceed- 
ing at its usual speed, of probably twenty-eight miles an hour. In conse- 
quence of the falling down of one end of the brake of the second-class 
passenger car, and after it had dragged a short distance upon the track, 
the car was thrown from the track, it being near the head of the train. 
After sliding a short distance upon the track, the car struck an abut- 
ment of the bridge which there crosses an arm of the full basin, and it 
was crushed by the force and weight of the cars which followed it. x So 
sudden and complete was the wreck of the car, that six of the persons in 
it were immediately killed, and four or five were seriously injured. 

On a careful investigation of the facts of this case, the undersigned 
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were unable to discover any carelessness or inattention, on the part of any 
of the agents of the road. The accident was occasioned by the failure 
of a part of the machinery of the car, which was constructed in a man- 
ner similar to those in common use on other roads, and which has been 
regarded as safe. It must be regarded as one of those unfortunate casu- 
alties which the utmost caution and prudence cannot fully guard against, 
but which continued watchfulness and increasing experience will render 
of rare occurrence. 

These are the only disasters which, during the year, have affected or 
endangered the lives of any of the passengers, except such as have been 
the result of their own gross imprudence. On the 15th of May, Mr. 
William Dean, of Easton, intending to go to Brighton, took a seat by 
mistake in the New York steamboat train. On discovering that the train 
did not stop at Brighton, he jumped from the car while it was moving at 
full speed, probably thirty miles an hour, and he was instantly killed. 

On the 15th of April, William Williston, a lad of thirteen years of 
age, jumped from the train at West Newton, and was seriously injured, 
but he survived 

On the 11th of December, Franklin Germain, of West Newton, leaped 
from the train as it passed his home, and he was badly wounded in the 
head, but recovered. 

Another class of accidents consists of those which have happened to 
several, of the great number of agents, employed in hazardous duties on 
the road, and arising either from want of care and attention, on the part 
of the sufferer, or from the unavoidable hazards inherent in the duty to 
be performed. 

On the 2 1st of February, Mr. George H. Haven, a prudent and faith- 
ful agent of the corporation, while employed in assisting in clearing the 
railroad track near Westborough from a deep snow, was violently thrown 
from the snow-plough beneath the engine, and was so severely injured that 
he survived the accident but a few hours. 

William M*Graff, a laborer, had his leg crushed, and he died in conse- 
quence. Joseph Jackman, a fireman, fell from the engine and was killed. 
Edward Livingston and Lewis Morse, freight-train brakemen, were 
knocked from their trains by striking road-bridges, and were killed. John 
Mitchell, a freight-train brakeman, fell from the train and had his leg 
broken ; and Weston Lamphier and George W. Dormett have been seri- 
ously injured by being struck by road-bridges. 

On the fifth of July, a packman, supposed to be intoxicated, in driving 
a coach over the Roxbury branch of the Milldam road, persisted, in oppo- 
sition to the .earnest efforts of the flagman to prevent him, in driving 
across the railroad track, at the moment when an engine and water-car 
from Brighton were passing. The coach-horses were instantly killed, the 
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coach was destroyed, and three or four persons in the coach were seri- 
ously injured. 

On the 27th of April, Franklin Hitchcock, of Worcester, got upon a 
freight-train, without the knowledge of any one, and was knocked off by 
a bridge near Westborough, being seen only by a farmer at a distance, 
and was killed. ^ 

Patrick Conroy, a laborer, while walking on the railroad track, near 
Tremont Street bridge ; an Irish lad, fifteen or sixteen years of age, 
while walking on the track near Brighton ; and an Irish laborer, walk* 
ing on the track above We^t Needham, were at different dates run 
over by the train and instantly killed. Sumner B. Haughton, of Natick, 
while walking on the track, was knocked down by a passenger train and 
seriously injured. To guard against this class of accidents, the directors 
and officers of the corporation have used all practicable efforts, to prevent 
the dangerous practice of walking on the railroad. The public are too 
little aware of the danger they encounter, in trusting to their self-posses- 
sion, to avoid being run over by the train, in carelessly walking upon a 
railroad, especially where there is a double track, and a liability to en- 
counter, at the same moment, trains approaching in opposite directions. 

For the purpose of guarding as far as possible against one of the 
classes of accidents above recorded, the undersigned have taken meas- 
ures to ascertain what number of the bridges over the railroad may be 
raised, to a height sufficient to secure the brakemen against the danger of 
collision. It is indispensable for insuring the efficiency of the services 
of a brakeman, that his station should be so elevated, that he may see 
from one end to the other of the train, and be able to take notice of the 
signals which may be given him. This renders it necessary, that, in 
passing bridges of the ordinary height, he should take the precaution of 
stooping for his own protection. This necessity can be obviated only by 
raising the bridges, to an elevation of three or four feet above their present 
height. In many cases this cannot be done, without injury to the com- 
mon roads. In others, it would be attended with little difficulty. But to 
enable railroad corporations to make the desired iinprovements, it may 
be necessary that authority to that effect should be given them, by a law 
of the Commonwealth, the exercise of the authority in each case to be 
subject to the approval of the town authorities, or the county commis- 
sioners.

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 



OF THE 



ESSEX RAILROAD CORPORATION. 



The directors of the Essex Railroad now present their second annual 
report; and, as the road is unfinished, accompany the return in the form 
required by law, for the better understanding it, with the following state- 
ment : — 

At the date of the last report, the Essex Railroad was nearly com- 
pleted to South Danvers, and under contract as far as North Danvers; 
the work up to that time having been performed with funds borrowed of 
the Eastern Railroad, as at that time a small amount of funds only had 
been subscribed to the Essex Railroad, and upon that no assessment laid 
or collected. 

Since the date of the last report, a successful effort having been made 
to obtain such a subscription of stock to the Essex Railroad as would 
justify it, the whole road from North Danvers to Andover has been placed 
under contract. 

The rails for a portion of the track have been received, and a con- 
tract for the residue of the rails, and also for the other materials required 
for the superstructure, is in process of execution. 

That part of the Essex Road between Salem and South Danvers, 
shortly after the date of the last report, was put in operation, and the 
trains with passengers and merchandise have since passed regularly 
over that part of the road, the same having been worked by the Eastern 
Railroad, under a contract with that corporation, of which a copy has 
already been submitted to the legislature. 

At the last session of the legislature an additional act of incorporation 
was granted, by which the Essex Railroad was authorized to extend its 
track from its former terminus to the deep waters of Salem Harbor, and 
an increase of capital authorized therefor. This additional act has been 
accepted by the stockholders of the Essex Road, and the extension thereby 
provided for placed under contract. 

An arrangement has been made with the owner of an extensive wharf, 
near the termination of this extension, and water-lots, also, in that vicinity, 

8 
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have been purchased, by which ample accommodations have been secured 
for any amount of freight that, water-borne from abroad, may seek the 
Essex Railroad for transmission into the interior. 

One fatal accident h^ occurred upon the Essex Road since its open- 
ing to South Danvers ; an individual having been run over and killed 
by an engine at the crossing of a travelled road. This unfortunate oc- 
currence was, it is believed, rather owing to a want of proper care on 
the part of the sufferer, than to any neglect on the part of the corpora- 
tion, its officers, or agents. Sii^ce this accident, a man, with a flag, has 
been stationed at the crossing where it happened, for the greater security 
of passengers.

Feb, 20/A. As the Lexington train was coming in, when near the first 
crossing beyond the Lowell Railroad, a horse and wagon was discovered 
near the track.

He then discovered, that the horse had 
stopped, and inferred that the driver intended to remain where he was 
till the train had passed ; the engine-man then quickened his speed, but, 
before he had arrived at the crossing with his train, the horse "started, and 
passed in directly before the engine.

Note.—- By an arrangement between the several roads constituting this line, the passenger 
pays to the road where he takes the ears, his fare through, to where he leaves the line. Thus, 
if he take the ears at Lebanon, for Boston, he pays to the Northern road only, and, returning, 
pays to the Boston and Lowell road. From Nashville, down, and from Lowell, up, he pays to 
the Nashua and Lowell road. Each month the accounts are settled between the roads, and the 
proportion belonging to each, according to the distance transported, is received, and the ac- 
eoants are balanced. 

The freighting is done apon the same principles, except, that the road which contracts to do 
the business, collects the bills, and distributes to the other roads, as above, retaining a per cent- 
age therefor. 
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Thiu, it will be seen, that this road pays nothing to the other roads, and receives nothing, in 
shape of tods, or rents, for passengers or road, from any other road. 

To avoid inconvenience to customers, the passengers, and merchandise, are carried through 
in the same cars in which they are received, and the lower roads allow, to those above, a 
eertain per cent, upon the business, for use of ears, and risks. 

There have been three fatal and two minor accidents, upon this road, during the past year. 
On the 24th April, 1847, Edward Crogan, aged 60 years, was walking, beside the track, near the 
bridge across the Pawtucket Canal, and so near, tliat the engineer, upon the downward evening 
train, supposed him in danger, and sprang his whistle to apprise him of the approach of the train. 
This seemed to frighten him, and he sprang within the bridge and on to the track, so near the 
engine, that it was impossible to save him, and he was instantly killed. On the 31st of August, 
Patrick Hart, a brakeman on the Concord cars, in attempting to pass back, over Uie top of the 
ears, was killed by a bridge near the Pawtucket Canal. In July, Joseph Richards, aged about 
70, was walking on the road, while a hand-car was passing down the track, and, just as it reached 
him, mistaking the track on which the car was, stepped immediately in before it, was thrown 
down, and so much injured that he died some time after. A conductor, on the Concord freight- 
train, in November, named Blanchard, by leaning out from one side of the car, struck a pile of 
lumber and was slightly injured ; and John Dempsey fell from a gravel-car, when in motion, 
and was slightly injured, in December last.

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 

Court assembled: 

The directors of the Norfolk County Railroad Company respectfully 
sobmit this, their first annual report of their acts and doings, from the 
Gommencement of their proceedings to the thirty-first day of December, 
A. D. 1847. 

The Norfolk County Railroad Company was incorporated by an act 
of the legislature of this Commonwealth, passed on the twenty-fourth 
day of April last past. The Walpole Railroad Company had been pre- 
Tiously incorporated, by an act of said legislature passed on the six- 
teenth day of April, A. D. 1846. By the provisions of the act first 
above named, incorporating the Norfolk County Railroad Company, thb 
company and " the Walpole Railroad Company may unite their corpora- 
tions, and form one joint-stock company, to be known by the name of 
the Norfolk County Railroad Company, and to be controlled throughout 
by one management, whenever a majority in interest of each company 
shall elect so to do." Agreeably to this provision, the two companies 
aforesaid were united, and made one corporation, by votes of a " ma- 
jority in interest" of both said corporations, passed at legal meetings 
thereof, called for that purpose. Previously to this, however, the act in- 
corporating the Norfolk County Railroad Company, had been duly ac- 
cepted at a legal meeting of the proprietors thereof. The final vote 
uniting said two corporations was passed on the nineteenth day of July, 
A. D. 1847. 

After said union, so large a proportion of the capital stock was taken 
up as to warrant the directors in putting the whole road under contract, 
from Blackstone to Walpole, and thence across the Foul Meadows to 
the Boston and Providence Railroad, at its point of junction therewith. 
The road from Walpole to Dedham had been previously put under con- 
tract by the Walpole Railroad Company, which contract was assumed by 
this company, so that the whole line of the united corporation is now 
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under contract, and the grading and masonry are now in progress on every 
section ; and the directors helieve the contractors are proceeding with 
efficiency and diligence. The contract under which the work is pro- 
ceeding is believed to be a fkvorable one. 

It will be apparent from the recent commencement and present state 
of the work, and the recent efficient organization of the company, that 
the form of the return prescribed by the act of April 16, 1846, cannot 
be properly adopted at this time, and the directors offisr this as a reason 
why the details required by said act cannot be given. 

Two assessments have been laid upon the subscribed capital of the 
company, one of ten per cent., payable December 1st last, and one of 
like sum, payable January 1st, 1848. Up to December Slst, but a por- 
tion of the first assessment had been received, owing, no doubt, to the 
severe and unusual pressure in the money-market. The second assess- 
ment was not then due.

The only injury sustained by any passenger, during the year, occurred 
on the 14th day of August last. Mr. L. D. Hervey, of North Bridge- 
water, a passenger in the Fall River train, while the same was on our 
road, fractured his left arm, by putting it out of the window of the car, 
while the train was passing a car, standing on a side track, at South 
Boston, his elbow coming in contact with the car on the side track. 

The following accidents also occurred during the year : — Feb. 18th, 
Michael Lysath, a brakeman in the employ of the corporation, fell from 
a freight train, while the same was in motion, and was killed. 

July 16. Two boys, sons of William Myrick, of Duxbury, in at- 
tempting to pass a road-crossing, in Kingston, in a wagon, were consid- 
erably injured, by a collision with the engine of* a freight train. Notice 
was given, of the approach of the train, by the ringing of the bell, as re- 
^quired by law. The horse was frightened, and became unmanageable, 
rand turned upon the track, instead of crossing it, and the collision was 
^..unavoidable. 

Oct. 28. Mr. George P. Thomas, while walking on the track, at South 
'fioston, in front of an approaching train, was thrown down and sustained 
.acfracture of his ancle, and was otherwise bruised.

An indenture of two parts, made and concluded this twentieth day of 
September, in the year one thousand eight hundred and forty-seven, by 
and between the South Shore Railroad Company, a corporation estab- 
lished by the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, of the one 
part, and the Old Colony Railroad Corporation, a corporation established 
by the laws of said Commonwealth, of the other part. 

Whereas the said South Shore Railroad Company, by their acts of in- 
corporation, are authorized to enter upon the railroad of said Old, Colony 
Railroad Corporation, at some convenient point in duincy or Braintree, 
and to use said^ 'Iroad for conveyance of passengers and freight; and 
whereas it has been deemed expedient, and for the mutual interest of the 
parties hereto, that an agreement should be entered into between them 
for the purpose of insuring the construction and completion of their rail- 
road, by the party of the first part, and of arranging the terms and con- 
ditions upon which they shall enter upon and use said railroad, of said 
party of the second part, and for other purposes as hereinafter set forth : 

Now this indenture witnesseth, that the said South Shore Railroad 
Company do hereby covenant and agree, to and with the said Old Colony 
Railroad Corporation, that they will proceed, with all reasonable and con- 
venient despatch, to locate and construct a railroad from a point of intersec* 
tion with said Old Colony Railroad, in North Braintree, to its termination 
in Cohasset ; to grade and finish the road bed, culverts, and bridges, and 
supply and lay out the superstructure, and rails, with suitable and neces- 
sary turnouts, side tracks, and switches ; to build and complete all need- 
ful depots, engine and car-houses, and signs at road-crossings; and 
generally to construct, make, and complete their said railroad, in good 
running order, ready for use ; and when their said road is so completed 
and finished, they further covenant and agree, with Old Colony Railroad 
Corporation, that they will make, execute, and deliver, to them, a good 
and valid lease of their said railroad, for the term of time, and upon the 
conditions and stipulations, herein set forth. 

And the said Old Colony Railroad Corporation, on their part, hereby 
covenant and agree to and with the South Shore Railroad Company, that 
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when their said road shall be completed and finished, as above set forth, 
in good running order, ready for use, they will take and receive a lease 
of said South Shore Railroad, upon the terms and conditions herein set 
forth. 

And said parties hereby mutually covenant and agree, to and with each 
other, that said lease shall be made by the said party of the first part, 
and taken and received by said party of the second part, upon the follow- 
ing terms, conditions, and stipulations : — 

First. — Said lease shall be for the term of five years, from and after 
the day when William Raymond Lee, superintendent of the Boston and 
Providence Railroad, shall certify, in writing, under his hand, that said 
South Shore Railroad is finished, in good running order, ready for use, 
as above set forth ; and in case of the death, absence, or inability of said 
Lee, then the certificate of William Parker, superintendent of the Bos- 
ton and Worcester Railroad, or of Samuel H. Felton, superintendent of 
the Fitchburg Railroad, shall be taken to the same effect and be conclu- 
sive upon the parties. 

Second, — Said Old Colony Railroad Corporation shall pay as rent, under 
said lease, during said five [years,] six per cent, on the cost of said South 
Shore Railroad, payable semi-annually, the first payment to be made six 
months from the date of the completion of said road, as aforesaid. 

Third. — ^In estimating the cost of said South Shore Railroad, upon 
which semi-annual interest is to be paid, by said party of the second part, 
as aforesaid, all expenses of engineering, of purchase of lands, track, 
depots, and other purposes ; all land-damages, salaries, and compensation 
of officers ; interest on all payments of capital stock, charges and expenses, 
usually and properly chargeable to cost of construction, up to the time 
when said South Shore Railroad shall be completed, as aforesaid, shall 
be added together, and form the sum or capital stock, upon which said 
party of the second part shall pay interest semi-annually, ^s aforesaid ; it 
being also agreed, that, if any charges or expenses, properly chargeable to 
construction account, are omitted in making up said sum, or are so sitn« 
ated that they cannot be ascertained or settled, they shall at any time be 
added to said sum or capital stock, and interest shall be paid thereon 
semi-annually, as aforesaid. 

Fourth. — From and after the completion of said road, as aforesaid, 
and during the entire term of five years, said Old Colony Railroad Cor- 
poration shall maintain and keep said South Shore Railroad in complete 
and thorough repair, in its road bed, bridges, culverts, tracks, drains, 
buildings, and all other parts thereof; and shall, at the expiration of said 
term of lease, deliver the same up to said South Shore Railroad Com- 
pany, in good and thorough repair, reasonable use and wear thereof, and 
fire, only excepted. 
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Fifth, — Said Old Colony Railroad Corporation shall, during said term 
of five years, supply and furnish all cars, engines, fixtures, and apparatus, 
of every nature, necessary and proper for the conveyance of passengers 
and freight, on said South Shore Railroad, all of which shall be of the 
same kind, class, and quality, in every respect, as those in use on said 
Old Colony Railroad. 

Sixth. — During said term of lease of five years, said Old Colony Rail- 
road Corporation shall run said South Shore Railroad, and shall convey 
passengers and freight thereon, at their own sole risk and expense, and 
on their own account, and shall pay and bear all charges and expenses, 
of every kind and description ; and shall receive and collect all fares 
and profits thereon : it being agreed and understood that said South Shore 
Railroad Company are to incur or bear no expenses or charges whatever 
during said term of five years from and afler the completion of said road, 
as aforesaid, and that said Old Colony Railroad Corporation shall in no 
case be liable to pay, as a part of said expenses, any salary or compensa- 
tion whatever, to any officer of said South Shore Railroad Company dur- 
ing the term of said lease. 

Seventh. — ^During said term of five years, said party of the second part 
shall charge, for passengers and freight, conveyed over said South Shore 
Railroad, by them, no more pro rata per mile than is charged for passen- 
gers and freight conveyed over said Old Colony Railroad. 

Eighth. — If, at any time afler the execution and delivery of said lease 
to said Old Colony Railroad Corporation, it shall be found necessary, in 
the judgment of the directors of said South Shore Railroad Company 
and the directors of the Old Colony Railroad Corporation, to make new 
turn-outs, side tracks, depot buildings, or other improvements, on said 
South Shore Railroad, the same shall be made or built by said South 
Shore Railroad Company, and the cost and expense thereof shall be 
charged to construction account, and be added to the sum or capital 
stock upon which semi-annual interest is to be paid by said party of the 
second part, as aforesaid. 

Ninth. — The said Old Colony Railroad Corporation shall have the 
right and privilege of renewing said lease of the South Shore Railroad, 
for an additional term of five years, from and after the expiration of the 
first term of five years above agreed upon, yielding and paying therefor 
seven per cent, on the cost of said South Shore Road, estimated as afore- 
said, payable semi-annually, provided and upon the condition that said 
Old Colony Railroad Corporation shall give written notice of their inten- 
tion to renew said lease, on the terms aforesaid, to said South Shore Rail- 
road Company, eight months prior to the expiration of said first term of 
five years. 

Tenth, — Said Old Colony Railroad Corporation shall ke^ full and 
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correct accounts of all their receipts, in running the South Shore Rail- 
road, during the whole term of said lease, and shall render semi-annual 
returns to said South Shore Company, of all receipts, and an estimate of 
the repairs and running expenses of said road. 

And the said South Shore Railroad Company agree to make, execute, 
and deliver, a good and valid mortgage, or mortgages, of their said Rail- 
road, with its appurtenances, to said Old Colony Railroad Corporation, 
to secure and indemnify them for their guaranty of the notes or bonds of 
said South Shore Railroad Company, as hereinafter set forth. 

And said parties do further hereby mutually agree to and with each 
other, that said Old Colony Railroad Corporation shall, if they think it 
expedient, before said South Shore Railroad Company shall have entirely 
completed their road and leased it, as aforesaid, have the right to run over 
and use, for the conveyance of passengers and freight, such parts thereof 
as may be in order for use, paying for such use, to said South Shore 
Railroad Company, such sums as may be reasonable therefor, after reim- 
bursing themselves for the cost and charges of running and using the 
same, such use in no way to affect the lease of said road, when completed 
upon the terms above set forth. 

And the Old Colony Railroad Corporation hereby covenant and agree, 
to and with said South Shore Railroad Company, that when, and as soon 
as six miles of said South Shore Railroad shall be graded, ready for the 
superstructure, they will, in writing, in due form, for value received, 
guarantee the payment of the bonds or notes of said South Shore Rail- 
road Company, for the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, payable in 
seven years from their date, with interest, semi-annually, till paid. And 
when and as soon as the whole of the said South Shore Railroad shall be 
graded, ready for the superstructure, they will, in writing, in due form, 
for value received, guarantee the payment of the notes or bonds of said 
South Shore Railroad Company for the further sum of * twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars, payable in ten years from their date, with interest, payable 
semi-annually, making in all the sum of fifly thousand dollars, to be 
guarantied, as aforesaid, by said Old Colony Railroad Corporation, said 
notes or bonds to be made and issued in such sums as the South Shore 
Railroad Company shall, at their discretion, direct, not exceeding one 
thousand dollars each. 

And it is further mutually agreed, between said parties, that, in case 
any difference of opinion shall arise between the parties hereto, as to 
their respective rights and interests, under this agreement, or under said 
lease, the same shall be referred to the president of the Western Rail- 
road Company, and the president of the Boston and Providence Railroad 
Company, for the time being, whose award shall be binding and conclu- 
sive upon the parties. ^ 
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And to the faithful performance of all matters and things hereinbefore 
set forth, the parties hereby respectfully bind themseWes, and their re- 
spective successors and assigns.

This indenture, made and concluded at Dorchester, in the county of 
Norfolk, this tenth day of November, in the year of our Lord eighteen 
hundred and forty-seven, by and between the Dorchester and Milton Rail- 
road Branch Company, of the first part, and the Old Colony Railroad 
Company, of the second part, both corporations duly established by the 
laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts : 

Witnesseth, that, in consideration of the covenants hereinafter agreed 
to be performed by the party of the second part, the party of the first 
part have, and hereby do lease and demise, to the party of the second 
part, the Dorchester and Milton Branch Railroad, with all the engines, 
cars, and station-houses, and with all the privileges and appurtenances 
thereto belonging, and all other buildings and real estate, connected 
therewith, or belonging to said party of the first part : 

To hold to said party of the second part, their successors and assigns, 
for the term of five years, from and after the day when said railroad shall 
be declared to be in running order by S. D. Eaton, engineer. 

Said party of the second part, yielding and paying semi-annually^ for 
the use of said property^ at the rate of six per cent, per annum, on the 
entire cost of said property, including the cost of constructing the road 
and buildings, the amount paid for real estate and land-damages, the fees 
and salaries of all officers and agents of said branch railroad company 
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up to the time wh^n the branch shall be finished or constructed, and all 
questions of land-damages settled and adjusted, and all incidental ex- 
penses also, including all money thereafter to be paid for land-damages, 
for the construction of buildings, as well as incidental expenses ; said 
party of the second part, covenant and agree to furnish cars, steam-en- 
gines, and every thing necessary for the running of the road, so soon as 
the same shall be in running order : said cars, &c., to be as good, in 
every respect, as those used upon the Old Colony Railroad ; and to run 
them from the terminus of the road at the Upper Mills, in Dorchester, to 
Boston, and back again, going over the ground not less than eight times 
a day, carrying -passengers and freight, at such rate or price, for season, 
package, and other tickets, as shall not exceed the sum charged for cor- 
responding distances on the Old Colony Raifaroad. 

And said party of the second part, covenant and agree to carry the 
passengers, directly to and from Boston, with no unnecessary delay or 
waiting, at the junction of the two roads, for other trains ; and they fur- 
ther agree, that, during the time this contract shall continue in force, to 
keep said buildings, and all insurable property on said branch railroad, 
insured for the benefit of the party of the first part, and to make all 
necessary repairs upon said road, its bridges and buildings, and, at the 
expiration of this contract, to quit and deliver up the same, in like good 
order and condition as the same shall be in when taken, reasonable use 
and wear thereof excepted. 

The party of the second part also covenant and agree to pay all dam- 
ages, to which the party of the first part may be liable, by reason of acci- 
dents or injuries to persons or property, happening upon said road, or in 
consequence of the running thereof: 

Also to pay the salaries and reasonable charges of all officers and 
agents of the party of the first part, not exceeding one hundred dollars 
per annum, for services rendered after said branch shall be constructed 
or finished, as aforesaid, and to furnish such information, relative to the 
road, as shall enable the party of the first part to make to the legislature 
the annual return which the law requires. 

And the party of the first part covenant and agree to terminate this 
contract, and assign their franchise, and all the property aforesaid, to the 
party of the second part, at any time within said five years, on demand, 
when said party of the second part shall have paid the rents, damages, 
fees, charges, and salaries, aforesaid, up to that time, and shall signify 
their readiness to purchase the same, and pay, or offer to pay, them there- 
for, the principal sums on which the six per cent is to be computed by 
virtue of the foregoing agreement, said payment for the assignment to be 
made in stock of the Old Colony Railroad at its par value. 

The parties further agree, that, if not so terminated within five yean. 
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this ooolract shall be and continue in full force for the further time of 
five years, then next ensuing, if, at the expiration of the first fire^ (he 
party of the first part shall, in writing, signify such to be their wish : 
provided f however, that, for the second five years, the party of the second 
part may pay the same rents, as aforesaid, without running over the road, 
if they shall prefer so to do, mote than two trips pec day.

Articles of agreement made, entered into, and eonclu4ed, this first 
xiay of December, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and forty^seven, by and between the Old Colony Railroad Corporation, a 
corporation by law established in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
of the one part, and the Fall River Railroad Corporation, a corporation 
also by law established in said Commonwealth, of the other part : 

Witnesseth, That whereas, in forming a line of railroad communica'* 
tion, between the city, of Boston and the town of Fall River, in said 
Commonwealth, by way of Bridgewater and Middleboro', in addition to 
the road of the Fall River Railroad Company, it is necessary to use a 
portion of road belonging to the Old Colony Railroad Corporation; 
therefore, for facilitating the business and travel on said line, for arran- 
ging the running operations, and for an equitable division of proceeds, as 
also of burthens, the following stipulations have been arranged and 
agreed upon. 

As an indispensable prerequisite, the Old Colony Railroad Corporation 
are, with all c<Mivenient despatch, to construct, or cause to be constructed, 
an additional track upon their road bed, so that, on or before the &rst 
day of January, A. D. 1849, there shall be a double railroad track ^tut 
entire distance between the city of Boston and the junction of the roads 
of the two corporations^ at the village of South Braintree ,* said Okl 
Colony Corporaticm are also to erect, or cause to be erected, a frdght 
d^fot buildmff, on land adjoining their pitesenl passenger depots in the

city of Boston, to be not less than three hundred feet in length, and as 
wide as can conveniently be placed upon the land between said passenger 
depot and Core Street, in said city — ^the building to be fitted, in all re- 
spects, suitable and convenient for the purpose for which it is intended, 
to be ready for use the ensuing spring, and, when completed, to be appro- 
priated exclusively, and free of charge, to the business of the Fall River 
Railroad. 

Each corporation are to provide motive power, suitable and convenient 
to perform the business of the line when upon their respective roads, 
and shall have control of the running operation thereon. 

All cars, passenger and merchandise, essential and convenient for the 
service, are to be furnished by the Fall River Railroad Company, and 
the entire risk thereof, whether upon the road of the one corporation or 
the other, as also the risk of merchandise, is to be upon said Fall River 
Railroad Company ; but the risk of passengers, when upon the Old 
Colony Railroad, is to be upon that corporation. If, however, there be 
loss or damage to merchandise, when in depot buildings, or at the sta- 
tions, for such loss or damage the corporation, in the charge of whose 
agents it shall have been at the time, shall be accountable therefor. 

The Old Colony Railroad Corporation are to furnish all necessary and 
convenient accommodations for passengers, for merchandise, and for 
cars, at the several depot stations upon their road, and in the city of Bos- 
ton. Like accommodations are also to be furnished by the Fall River 
Railroad Company, at the several stations upon their road, and in the 
town of Fall River. 

Each corporation shall furnish the necessary clerks, agents, and assist- 
ance, to perform the service of the joint operations when upon their re- 
spective roads, or at their depots — ^such as are usually employed in like 
railroad service, and such as shall not otherwise be provided, pursuant to 
this or any subsequent arrangement. Upon their wharf in Boston, the 
Old Colony Railroad Corporation, without charge for wharfage, are to 
furnish all reasonable accommodations and facilities for loading and un- 
loading such merchandise as shall have come from or be intended for the 
Fall River Railroad. 

In the running of trains over the Old Colony Railroad, and when at 
the depot in Boston, the same persons are to perform the service of bag^ 
gage-masters and brakemen, for the passenger trains, as perform the like 
service when said trains are upon the Fall River Road, and without 
charge to the Old Colony Railroad Corporation therefor. In the city of 
Boston, the baggage-masters are to receive and deliver all baggage ; bat 
baggage not seasonably called for, or baggage early brought to the depot, 
shall be taken charge of by the baggage-master of the Old Colony Rail- 
road Corporation, or such other person as may be by them employed in 
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such service for their separate business, to be safely kept and properly 
delivered. 

Each corporation shall provide engineers, firemen, and conductors, to 
perform the service of the line when upon their respective roads ; but if, 
by mutual arrangement, a conductor shall be employed to perform service 
upon the roads of both corporations, then shall his wages be paid by the 
two corporations pro rata, according to the distance he performs service 
on the road of each. 

For the loading of merchandise, an allowance shall be made of ten 
cents per ton, and the same allowance for unloading and collecting the 
freight biUs, to be paid to the party performing the service, and by the' 
two corporations, as the receipt for the transportation thereof shall be 
divided : merchandise not weighed, and for the transportation of which 
the charge shall not be by weight, the proper allowance, for loading and 
unloading, shall be ascertained by dividing the proceeds therefrom by the 
amount charged for the transportation of a ton the same distance. 

All regular trains, having for their southern termini either Fall River, 
or some station on the Cape Cod Branch Railroad, shall, when delivered 
at the village of South Braintree, be promptly, and without unnecessary 
delay, taken by the Old Colony Railroad Corporation, over their road, to 
Boston. Returning trains shall also be promptly, and without unneces- 
sary delay, taken from Boston, and delivered at the village of South- 
Braintree, at such time or times as the Fall River Railroad Company- 
may elect. Other trains, which the Fall River Railroad Company may 
desir/e to run, shall be taken to and from the village of South Braintree, 
by the Old Colony Railroad Corporation, at such time or times as may 
be reasonably required of them by said Fall River Railroad Company. 
If, however, there be a disagreement as to the reasonableness of any 
such requirement, the question shall be decided by disinterested arbiters, 
each corporation choosing one, and the two thus chosen, if necessary, to 
select a third. 

When desired by the Fall River Railroad Company, at least two daily 
passenger trains, besides the steamboat train, are to be taken each way 
between Boston and the Fall River Railroad, stopping only at North 
Braintree and duincy, unless to leave passengers from, or take up pas- 
engers for, said Fall River Railroad. 

The proceeds from the transportation of both passengers and merchan- 
dise to be divided between the two corporations, pro rata, according to 
the distance carried on the roads of each. 

For the use of passenger cars, for the risk thereof, and for the benefits 
to be derived firom the connection, the Old Colony Railroad Corporation 
are to pay to the Fall River Railroad Company one half cent per 
mile per passenger ^ when upon the Old Colony Railroad, for all passen* 
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gera taken to and from the Fall River Road. For the use of merchan- 
dise cars, for the risk thereof, and for the risk of merchandise, in like 
manner, the Old Colony Railroad Corporation are to pay to the Fall 
River Railroad Company one half cent per mile per ton, when upon 
said Old Colony Railroad, for all merchandise takan to and from the 
FaU River Road. For merchandise not weighed, and for the transporta* 
tion of which the charge shall not be by weight, the amount to be paid, 
to be ascertained in like manner as is provided for ascertaining the 
amount of compensation for loading and unloading. 

No special effort shall be made, by either corporation, or their agents, 
to divert business or travel from the road of the other. During the con- 
timianee of this contract, neither corporation, shall, directly or indirectly, 
aid or encourage the chartering of any new railroad, the effect of which 
wiU be to injure the interest of the other ; nor will either, should a new 
road be chartered or constructed, patronize the same, if by so doing the 
income of the other would be diminished. 

AH accounts between the two corporations shall be arranged, settle- 
ments made, and balances adjusted, at least once every month. 

It being the purpose of this agreement to adjust all matters and things 
connected with the joint operations- of the two corporations, it is agreed, 
that any misunderstanding with regard to the construction of this instrn- 
ment, or any difference respecting matters and things not herein em- 
faraoed, shall be referred to disinterested arbiters, to be chosen in like 
manner as is provided in case of disagreement with reference to running 
of fpfoifdf trains. 

These articles of agreement shall take effect, and control the opera- 
ttona and settlements between the said Old Colony Railroad Corporation 
Bad the said Fall River Railroad Company, commencing with the first 
day. oC December instant, and ending with the fourth day of August, 
which wiU be in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-six. 

Aj^ for the faithfiil performance of all the stipulations contained in 
thift itfstrmment, the said corporation each to the other doth covenant 
and Agree, the said Old Colony Railroad Corporation that they will, and 
thai their sueoessors shall, do and perform all that is herein stipulated for 
them to do and perform, and the said Fall River Railroad Company, that 
thsj mU, and that their successors shall, do and perform all that is herein 
sl^iilaQad for them to do and perform. 

In testimony whereof the said Old Colony Railroad Corporation, by 
their president, Nathan Carruth, for the purpose duly authorized by a 
v<9te of the directcNTS of said corpcH'ation, and the said Fall River Rail- 
road Company, by their president, Nathaniel B. Bordoa, for the purpose 
dmlf awthorized by a vote of the directors of said company, have here- 
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unto affixed the seals of their respective corporations, and the said Na- 
than Carruth, and the said Nathaniel B. Borden, as aforesaid, have 
hereunto subscribed their names, the day and year first above written.

Articles of agreement made this first day of August, A. D. 1846, by 
and between the Vermont and Massachusetts Railroad Company, of the 
first part, and the Fitchburg Railroad Company^ of the second part, each 
of which parties is a corporation established by the Commonwe^tb of 
Massachusetts. 

Article I. — In consideration of the covenants and agreements here- 
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inafler contained, the Vermont and Massachusetts Railroad Company do 
hereby grant and demise to the Fitchburg Railroad Company, the use of 
their railroad, as the same shall be opened to each of the following sta- 
tions, to wit, Gardner, Templeton, South Royalston, Athol, Orange, 
and oi\e year after said road shall have been opened to the last-named 
place, for the compensation of six per centum in semi-annual payments 
of three per cent, each upon the cost of construction, and all other rea- 
sonable expenditures, which costs and expenditures are to be made up 
and calculated, by the engineers of the Vermont and Massachusetts and 
Fitchburg Railroad Companies. 

Article II. — ^Until the road is opened to some point in the town of 
Gardner, no charge shall be made for the use of any smaller portion 
thereof, nor, after it reaches such point, for any successive fractional part 
between the stations named in the first article ; but, from time to time, as 
it reaches the depots for the respective places, the compensation of the 
cost shall be made and furnished the party of the second part, and the 
additional rent commence. 

Article III. — ^The repairing of the track for the first three months 
after use, and filling the track, trimming of slopes, clearing out ditches 
and cuts, raising such embankments as settle, and mending any other 
defect in construction, during the continuance of this lease, are to be 
done at the expense of the Vermont and Massachusetts Railroad Com- 
pany. 

Article IV. — It is agreed by the Fitchburg Company, to do all 
freighting upon their own railroad, inclusive of loading and unloading, 
together with wharfage, if the freights be landed on their wharves, for 
one dollar and thirty-seven and a half cents per ton. 

Article V. — Upon the portion of the Vermont and Massachusetts 
Railroad leased, the Fitchburg Railroad Company further agree, as fol- 
lows, viz : to keep the track in repair afler the first three months of 
use, excepting what is specified in article 3d ; to do all freighting over 
the track of the Vermont and Massachusetts Railroad ; and to furnish 
engines and gravel cars, for cost of motive power and wear of cars, on 
being notified by the president or engineer of the Vermont and Massa- 
chusetts Railroad Company. 

Article VI. — It is further provided, that the Fitchburg Railroad 
Company shall render quarterly accounts for all dues, under the fourth 
and fifth articles, to the treasurer of the Vermont and Massachusetts 
Railroad Company, which accounts shall be paid from the future rents 
due the last-named company. 

Article VII. — ^No charge shall be made by the Fitchburg Company 
for transporting the officers and laborers of the lessors upon that portion 
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leased ; nor to stockholders thereof, at the meetings of the Vermont and 
Massachusetts Railroad Company.
